" position the French Government is supposed 
" to have manifested, to subject their own Slave 
" Trade to some restrictions during the interven- 
" ing period ; above all, that Government's dis- 
" tinct and unequivocal recognition of the radi- 
'^ cal injustice of the traffic in Slaves ; induce the 
'^ House to entertain a confident hope, that far- 
'^ ther stipulations, with a view to the abolition or 
" limitation of the Slave Trade, may be obtained 
" at the approaching Congress : — That, independ- 
" ently of the unspeakable evils to Afi-ica which 
*^ must arise from the permission of this nefarious 
" traffic on the most extended scale for a further 
" term of five years, and of the increased in- 
" ducements for carrying it on which will theq 
^^ exist, it is obvious that new and formidable ob- 
*^ stacles to the execution of our own laws 
*W against the Slave Trade must be created, that 
*^ occasions of difference with those Powers will 
^ be multiplied, and the evils and miseries pro- 
" duced in Africa from the multitudes of human 
" beings obtained by fraud or by violence being 
^^ forcibly dragged into perpetual slavery in a fo- 
reign land, must be most lamei^table and ex- 
tensive ; but they will be particularly afflicting 
to those parts with which his Majesty's Do- 
** minions have of late had the greatest inter- 
" course, because the restoration of the French 
*^ Settlements and their Dependencies, with the 
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*' right of an unrestrained Slave Trade, must sub 
'^ ject those populous and extensive districtSi 
ivbere, by the laudable exertions of Great 
Britain, peaceful industry and social happi- 
** ness have been in some measure produced, to 
a renewal of the miseries inseparable from this 
odious traffic ; and the Colony of Sierra Leone 
also, whence European knowledge, the blessings 
of order, and the arts of peace, have begun to 
*^ diffuse themselves through the neighbouring 
" country, will be deprived of its beneficial influ- 
*^ ence, and even be exposed to imminent danger 
" and ruiii : — ^Tbat, with a direct view to the con- 
^' siderations and points above stated, this HoUse 
humbly but most earnestly implores his Royal 
Highness to obtain, if possible, from the Go- 
vernment of France, some diminution of the 
term permitted to the Slave Trade, but in any 
case its restriction at least within certain limits,* 
*^ and its total exclusion from the parts of Africa 
where the exertions of Great Britain hi^ve al- 
ready succeeded in suppressing thct trade, that 
** the inhabitants of those regions may be lett to 
** the enjoyment of that exemption frpm its ra- 
'^ vages which they have so recently and so hap- 
^* pily obtained : — That this House feels most 
** deeply anxious that no exertion should bQ omit*' 
^^ ted, in the approaching Congress, to procure a 
^^ fim^l and universal extinqtipn of th^ Slave Trade/ 
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^^ because ii cdnceives that do oppoftutiity cafl 
^^ evdr again be expected to occur so fttvourablcy 
^ for eJHachijg from the character of Europe its 
^* m^o&t 4)pptt>htnms stain, Or for delivering the 
*^ uDoffendidg bQt much -injured inhabitanl^ of 
^ Africa fhnu the beatiest of all po^ibte cala-

^^'rikging ivithout idtermission, and productive 
^ onlv of Unmi}ted evil ^nd of inviiicible and 
*^ interminable bartmrism ; and from piractices 
*^ i^-bich, haviiig been exposed to the public eye, 
'^ h^ve induced the Legislatufre to class the Slave 
^ Traders with the vilest of -criminals :— That to 
produce a universal CoHdetnnatioii of this nmr- 
dferoUs system, displayed as its horrors now 
'^ 4re to tHe >^iew of mankind, it appears to be 
*\ only necessary to appeal to those feelings 
** which tnu^ exist in every mind Capable of 
'^ reflection atid Hot i^teeled against' die claims 
" of humanly and jnitite :-^Thal as this System 
^ li^sultaluid outrages those sacred and fonda- 
^ ilie6tal pfrinciplea which are cotumbn to every 
^^ seel and detiomination of Chri^ians, it camiot" 
^ be doited that every Christiikn 6tate is required 
^ 10 take part io its condeinnation ; those who 
^ have pa^ipated iii i& gdSit being botind to 
^ ttblitidcin and tet>toba«e it; while^ iione Who 
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*' either deprived of the right, or exempted from 
the obligation of joining in the sentence : That 
this House, therefore, again expressing its pro- 
found regret, that more has not been accom- 
plished in this great work, and convinced that 
by the endeavours of his Royal Highness, ex* 
erted with renewed energy, much may still bQ 
effected iii the appointed Congress, huiiibly 
*^ but most earnestly entreats his Royal High- 
ness, that the most strenuous exertions be 
there made, on the part of this Country, to 
obtain, as far as may be possible, the objects 
which have been specified, and that all proper 
means may be useid for urging on the assem- 
*^ bled Powers the duty, the expediency, and 
^* the lasting glory, of promulgating to all the 
" World, as the judgment of the States of Eu- 
*^ rope, a general and solemn engagement, under 
^^ the most binding and effectual sanctions, that 
*^ this traffic, the foul and formidable enemy of 
** the happiness and ciyiltzation of Africa, wilh, 
** at a definite and fixed period^ certainly not 
** more distant than five years, be abolished ut* 
" terly and for ever," . ^. 

This Resolution was unanimously agreed to; 
and the Prmce Regent was plea^d to answer, 
That the House of Cbmmdns might rely dti his 
unremitting exertions to ^ve ^^ect tp their wishes. 
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The same subject was brought to the notice of 
the House of Lords by another most distinguished 
Member of this Institution "^^j in a motion for the 
production of papers relative to the negociation on 
the subject. This motion was supported by his 
Lordship With a force of eloquence and of high- 
tohed morality which has perhaps never been ex- 
cdeded in ancient or iitodern times f ; but it was 
successfully resisted on this ground alone, that as 
the subject was still matter of negociation, the 
production of the papers moved for might be at- 
tended- with public inconvenience. A subsequent 
motioq, ho\tever, for an Address to the Prince 
Regent, mlide in the HouJse! of Lords^ by another 
iioble and zealous Mbmber of this Institution j:, 
trab unanimously agreed to; ' It was as fol-

The Prince Regent was pleased to return a very 
gracious answer.-^ An ^cc^unt. of these proceed- 
ings was given in the Appetidix A; to the Eighth 
Report, together with lists of Jthe petitions pre- 
sented to Parliament during t&if las[t Session aiid 
in the year 1792. - 

. As there was the strongei^t . reason ta believe 
ihat the French Nation at large was iV^y ill in.

formed respecting the real nature and effects of the 
Slave Trade, and the popular voice in France was 
likely to be of much importance, the Directors 
thought dt might be essentially useful to dissemi- 
nate in that country such publications as seemed 
b^st calculated to enlighten the French People 
upon this subject in all its bearings. Accordingly, 
many publications were with this view distributed 
at Paris ; and in particular, a Letter addressed to 
Prince Talleyrand by Mr. Wilberforce, and also 
an Essay on the Interest of France in regard to 
the Slave Trade, published byM. Simondede Sis- 
mondi of Geneva — a gentleman not less celebrated 
for his literary acquirements than for his philan- 
thropy. Several of the Directors and Members 
of the Institution were for some time personally 
employed at Paris in forwarding the objects of 
the Board. One of these, Mr. Ciarkson, repub- 
lished, in Paris, a work which he had formerly pub- 
lished with effect in this country, on the impolicy 
of the African Slave Trade. 

The Directors also availed themselves of the 
zeal to promote their objects, which was manifested 
by the Duke of Wellington, the British Ambas- 
sador at the Frtoeh Court; and his Grace was 
from titiie to time supplied with every publicatiorr 
and document which seemed likely to serve the 
cause. And here the Directors would fail in dis- 
charging a most grat^ul duty, did they omit to 
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state the deep sense of obligation which they feel 
t6 that illustrious character for the very strenuous 
and unremitting exertions ihade by him on this 
subject during the whole of his residence at Paris, 

The attention of the Board was likewise directed 
to the proceedings of the Congress at Vienna, where 
they were disposed to hope, not only that a consi- 
derable amelioration of the Treaty of Paris might 
be obtained, but that Spain and Portugal might be 
induced ^o consent to a speedy, if n6t to an imme- 
diate and total, Abolition ; or, this failmg, that the 
great Powers assembled iBit Vienna might be pre^* 
vailed on to concur in a general denunciation of 
this nefarious traffic. — Althbngh the expectations 
of the Directors have -not been fully realized in 
all these respects, yet rtinch progress has undoubt- 
edly been made towards the accomplishment of the 
great objeet fn view. 

An interesting detail of the negociation on this 
point has recently been laid before Parliament ; and 
the Directors are of opinion, that they ciannOt more 
gratify the General Meeting than by giving a brief 
view of the information thus acquired. 

In the banning, of August last, the Duke of 
Wellington was directed tp solidt a particular au* 
dience of the French Kiiiig, for the purpose of 
presenting to him a letter from the Prince Regent, 
wherem his Royal Highilefiis states to bis most 
Christian Majest]^ that his lofig residence in this 
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country having enabled bim to appreciate the sen- 
timents of the British Nation on the subject of the 
Slave Tmde^ the British Ambassador at Pari3 
would lay before his Majesty the successive and 
solemn appeals made to his Royal Highness by 
bptli Houses of Parliament, aod the ^surances he 
bad given them of his unremitting endeavours to 
ddiver Africa from the Idng train of sufferings 
inseparable from this inhuman traffic. His Royal 
Highness, observes^ that he well knew his Majesty's 
fa^nevolent heart recoiled from the continuance of 
^ trade, however long rooted in the system of the 
WQrld, which checked all prospect of civilization 
and im'provement in one entire Continent ; and he 
greats the King to employ his powerful endea- 
veurs tP accelerate the moment of its universal 
extinction. 

The letter concludes with the following empha- 
tic paragraph :— 

I , *^ Anxious in all matters to concert my measures 
V) with your Majesty for the common peace and 
happiness of mankind, I owp it would afford me 
the highest qf all possible gratifications were we 
enabled >tpgeth^ to eS^^e Mm painful and dis- 
^'^'gusting stain^ pot only from the practice of our 
'^.pwD^ but of all the x>ther states with whom we 
*• are in ffiepd|y relations.'* 
fv^ this letter>it)ie King of Franije r^turnisd a

is disposed to adopt all the measures calculated 
to ensure the repose and happiness of the hualad 
race^ and particularly to agree to the extinction <]^ 
a traffic that tends to the destruction of mankind^ 
His Majestyaddsythat being agreed with his Royal 
Highness upon the principle, he should not delay 
the final and absolute* 'i^bolition of {the SlariFa 
Trade as fiair as France is concerned, further thaii 
might a]^pear necessaiy to prevent any ill effects 
froni the precipitation of the measure. Daring 
this delay, his Majesty engages that the trade shall 
be subjected to restrictions and discouragements^ 
not only in the French Colonies but on that part 
of the Coast of Africa where anotheriand a bettef 
description of trade had already been substituted^ 
and that the means then utider consideratioir for 
att£uning the objett proposed, would speedily afford 
to the Prince Regient a convincing proof of his 
Majesty's concurrence. He concludes by stating, 
that, consid^rinjg the honourable interest which the 
Princ6 lle^nt arid the British Nation take in ac*- 
complishing this noble undertaking to be the feeU 
iiig of the ^hole ^hurnan species^ he shall thinfc 
himself hiajipy to be able 'oh thiis occasion to givfe 
to the -Prince Regent a fresh testiihoby-of histirf- 
alterable friendship and perfect esteem.' • ' ' * 
' ' The PHftce Regent further directed bis Atttbatf- 
>sictef iit the Gdurt of France to oflfer to the French 
<3bVei^tlftieiat, either a sum of money or the cdissidft 
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of ad island in tlie West Indies, in order to obtain 
from them the immediate Abolition of the Slave 
Trad^; but without success. The opinions in the 
French legislative body, and particularly in their 
Jiouseof Peers, were adverse to jthe Abolition ; and 
it was discussed both there and in the Chamber of 
Peputies with a considerable degree of violence and 
prejudice against Great Britain. The Dukq of 
M^ellington, however* still continued to pr^ss upon 
the French Government the restriction of their 
Slave Trade to the south of the Line ; and at length 
succeeded so far as to procure ^aQ injunction to bis 
issued by the Minister of the Marine, prohibiting 
the tra.de to the north of Cape Formosa^ a point 
situated about the fourth degree of north latitude. 
The Directors will next advert to the Retail of 
pi'oceedings at the, Congress at Vienna^ as far as 
they are connected witii this subject. 

The first proceeding was ,a repetition to JVf. 
Talleyrand by Lord Castlereagh, of the oflfev 
jQade by the Duke of WeUingtoa at Paris, to 
negociate for an imn^ediate abolition, upon the fol- 
lowing basisy viz. the cession by Great Britain, to 
France of an island in the West ladies,; or, if 
more acceptable, the advance by Great Britain of 
a sum of money, to be applied by the French Go- 
vernment to tl^e l^enefit of their Colonbts, in com- 
p^nsation Jfpr any l^s they might ..hie, supposed tp 
experien<;e by, the Slave Trade being abolish^ 
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immediately, instead of being abolished at the end 
of five years. 

This offer, however, was again declined. 
. Lord Castlereagh appears to have derived the 
most constant and powerful support in his further 
efforts at the Congress, for effecting the aboUtion 
of the Slave Trade, both, from ithe Sovereigns 
and Ministers of Russia, Austria, and Prussia; and, 
upon most questions, he was also zealously sup^ 
l>orted by. the Swedish Minister; and, in some, 
by M. : Talleyrand, . particularly upon the occar 
sion of a general conference of the eight Powers *, 
when his Lordship proposed the consideration, of 
the subject in special sittings, to be dedicated to 
it by all of them conjointly. This mode of pro- 
ceediog was resisted by the Ministers of Spain 
and PcMTtugal, and by them alone ^ but their 
resis.tance was ineffectual, andy at the first meet- 
ing which took place. Lord Castlereagh ob- 
tained the assent of all the Powers to a declara- 
tion, which proclaimed their common desire for 
fiui versa! abolition. .• / 

In this measure even the Ministers of tS{)iua 
and Portugal acquiesced. - It was at fii^t opposed, 
although fe^ly,' hy the former ; but his objecf- 
tions .were overcome. 

Lord Gastiereagh was not so successful in fats 

'i^ Austria, Rtiisiaf '' £oglatu]> Priissia^ France, Swedeii, 
%Mtb, and Portugal* ^ ' 
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endeavours to procure the immediate abolition^ 
- or to shorten the period for which the. Slave 
Trade should be carried on by France, Spain^ 
and Portugal. No abridgment of the term 
allowed to France by the Treaty of Paris was 
obtained at Vienna : nor could the Governments 
of Spain and Portug^ be prevailed upon to fix 
.a shorter period for the duration of their trade than 
eight years. The particular arrangements made 
with those two Powers will be noticed hereafter. 
\^ With respect to tlie limits of the African Coast 
,within which the Slave Trade may be carried 
on during the respective periods of five and eight 
years, his lordship: laboured most strenuously 
•and judiciously, to have the Equator recognised 
^as the line of demarcation to the north. To this 
proposition, PoHugal alone fully acceded. The 
-limits of the French and Spanish Slave Trade 
had not been finally fixed, but I'emained still 
under discujssion. 

. His lordship's next proposition, vvith the 
view more effectually to realize the benevo- 
;l6nt intentions of the Congress, was to establish 
gniQngst -themselves, and with other Govern- 
.^lants, a concert calculated both to preclude any 
. illegal traffic in slaves on the coast of Africa, aiu^ 
ctQ prevent AmMfrmtion of thiQ rights of inde- 
pendent states, which might be attempted by the 
armed vessels of other l^owers. iietiierefbl^ 
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proposed, that the Courts assembled* in Con- 
gress, and such other Powers as might wisl^ 
to concur with them in the measure of Abolition^ 
should authorize their Ministers at London and 
Paris, to treat conjointly on the important objects 
connected with that measure; and should eiir 
join them to prepare^ at the end of each year, for 
the inforooation of their respective Courts, a ge- 
neral report founded oil the most recent informlar 
tion, respecting the state of the Slave Trade, ^nd 
^e progress which may have been made towards 
its final Abolition. 

This proposition met with the firm and impie- 
diate countenance and support of the Plenipotenr 
(iaj-ies of Austria, Russia, and Prgssji^, The laii- 
guage held upon this occasion, by Priji^ce M^tter-^ 
qich, WQS particularly striking. He 4eclar^d hif 
opinion, that Lord Castlereagh's propoi^ition was 
not only feasible and salutary, bjiit; eveq necessary 
for the purpose qf following up the question in 
dtscussion, so as tQ prevent it froy^ being again 
abandoned or consigned to pblirion. {J^ 
thought, that, in order to enable every Opvern* 
went %o conicqr in jth? ^^Mtion and deve« 
J^ement of thjGi ine^iires alrefuly iadopte^ 
thene dhould be % mntral point wjbi^re e^ch mighjt 
obtain information^ He a(pprev€id for i^ sa^oe 
teason c^ ^proposed firqi^m^ reports; jOibs^rv- 
iog, tbftt^ >ri$koiit soffM^ f^ ^rr&Mifement, ijt wa^

to be apprehended, that the British Government, 
pressed by Parliament and the wishes of the 
Nation, would be compelledj from time to time, 16 
renew its representations to other courts in a wiiy 
which would be much more calculated to pro- 
duce unpleasant collisions than the more conci- 
liatory proceeding suggested by Lord Castlereagh. 
- The Russian and Prussian Plenipotentiaries 
adopted the sentiments of Prince Melternich, and 
approved, without reserve, of the project of Lord 
Castlereagh. The Swedish Minister also con- 
curred in its expediency. 

The proposition was decidedly opposed by the 
i^panish Minister, and by him alone: for the 
French and Portuguese Ministers merely ob- 
served, that they could not enter into explatia* 
tions on this point without further instructions 
fix)m' their Courts. 

Another momentous topic still remained for 
consideration, namely, what measures ought to 
be adopted, in case any one of the Powers should 
iHireasonably or unnecessarily protract the defini- 
tive abolition. 

* Lord Castlereagh, in bringing this qiiestioh be- 
fore the Congress, premised, that,»^lthough[he wish- 
ed to believe that the case anticipated would not 
iuise, it neverlheless, appeared to him to be jtist 
and prudent to concert some means of provid- 
ing against such a contifigeiicyj ' that the ^fn^asore 
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he was about to propose, as a last resource, 
rested upon the exercise of an incontestible right, 
and was enjoined by a moral obligation insepara- 
ble from the principle avowed by all the Powers. 
It was, that the Powers assembled should (indepen- 
dently of their general declaration already men- 
tioned) give it as their clear opinion, that the 
time fixed for the duration of this trade, by the 
first additional article of the Treaty of Paris, was 
the most distant that could be reasonably re- 
quired or allowed ; and should declare that, while 
they felt the most scrupulous respect for the rights 
of other independent states, and cherished the 
hope of coming to an amicable understanding 
with them upon this important part of the ques- 
tion, yet, in case their expectations should kX\ 
they would consider themselves as fulfilling a 
moral obligatioiiy in not permitting the consump- 
tion of colonial produce, within their own domi- 
nions,to become the means of encouraging and pro- 
longing so pernicious a traffic ; and that, on this 
ground, they reserved to themselves the right, in 
case the Slave Trade should be continued by 
any other state beyond the period assigned, to 
prohibit the importation of produce from its co- 
lonies into their own dominions. 

This project was opposed by the Portuguese 
and Spanish Ministers ; but it was warmly sup- 
ported by the Austrian, Russian, and Prussian Pl«- 
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nipotetitiaries : and the Swedish Mioister ob$ei?ved, 
that althcHigb he could not become a party to 
such a stipulaticNi, without a reference to his 
court, yet he had every reason to believe, from 
the known disposition of the Swedish GovernEuent, 
and its desire to act in unison with England in 
every thing which related to this question, that it 
si'ould adopt the proposal without difficulty. 

The French Minister does not appear to have 
^ven iany specific opinion respecting this part 
.of the ease. 

On the 8th of February^ the Plenipotentiaries 
of the Powers composing the Congrens met for 
the last time on the question of the Slave Trade, 
when they unanimously agreed to publish the 
Ibllowing denimeiation of that traffic. 

'' DECLARATION. 

" The Plenipotentiaries of the Powers who 
signed the Treaty of Paris, the 30th May, 
1814, assembled in Congress, having takea 
** into consideration that the traffic^ known 
^ under th« name of the African Slave Trade, 
^* has been regarded by just and enlighten* 
^^ ed men of all ageS) ais repugnaot to thi^ 
principles of hunianil^ and of universal mo- 
rality; that the particular circumstances to 
** which this traffic owes its origin, and the dif- 
^&(il«y of abftiptfy inlerrdpting itd progress, 
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*^ have to a certain degree lessened the odiam of 

*^ contmuing it ;^ but, that at last the public voice 

• 

*^ in all civilized counlries has demanded that it 
'^ should be suppressed as soon as possible : that 
'' since the character and the details of this traffic 
^^ have been better known, and tifie evils of every 
^^ sort which accompamied it completely unveiled; 
*^ several European Governments have resolved 
'^ to suppress k ; and that suocessively all 
*^ powers possessing colonies in different parts of 
" the world have acknowledged, either by legi- 
*^ dative acts, or by treaties and other formal en- 
'^ gagements, the obligation and necessity of 
'^ abolishing it : that, by a separate artideof the 
" last Treaty of Paris, Great 'Britain and Trance 
" engaged to unite their effoits at the Congress at 
" Vienna, to induce all the Powers of Christen- 
** dom to pronounce the universal -and definitive 
" Abolition of the Slave Trade: that the Pleni- 
^' potentiat*ies assembled at this 'Congress cannot 
^-better honour their mission, fulfil their duty^ 
*^ and manlfe^ ttie pi^ittcipfes \^hich guide their 
*^' august S^vereigbs, than by tabouring to realize. 
^^ this ^gagiefmi^nt, attd by prockitning, iti the 
^* neitue 4[tf 'tbtb Sover^^s, Ihfe desire taput an 
-'^^nd t^^a i^oidrge whiehhtts' sid'Un^dtsdlttted 
^"^ytfnicai^d^^t^S' Eiito'pi.-Md ajfiititd hu- 
i^^mi^'i 'tbe-^i^fi^ '"PlejiipOtiSnlitoies have agreed 
^^^«^>6i«ti f^il*'d«liberatieiisl b ito the me^ns of 
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" accomplishing so salutary an object, by a so- 
** lemn Declaration of the principles which have 
*' guided them in this work. 

" Fully authorised to such an act, by the 
'^ udanitnous adherence of their respective Courts 
^' to the principle announced in the said separate 
** article of the Treaty of Paris, they, in conse- 
}** quence, declare in the -face of Europe, that 
*^ looking upon the universal abolition of the 
" Slave Trade as a measure particularly worthy 
*' of their attention, conformable to the spirit of 
" the age, and to the generous principles of their 
" august sovereign^, they are animated with a 
" sincere desire to concur, by every means in 
*^ their power, in the most prompt and effectual 
*^ execution of this measure, and to act in the 
*^ employment of those means with all the zeal 
*^ and all the perseverance which so great and 
'* good a cause merits. 

** Too well informed of the sentiments of 
"their Sovereigns, not to foresee, that> however 
" honourable, may be their object, » they would 
/^ not pursue it without a just regard to the 
'^ interests^ ^ the habits, and even the . prejudices 
^\ of their Subjects } th^ said Fknipptentiaries at 
'Hlie same time acknowledge that this general 

Peclara.tion should not prejudge . the period 

which each particular Power should Ipolcvupon 
" as themost expedient; fpt:, the id^Q^ftiy^^fibQli* 
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•^ tion of the traffic in slaves. Consequently, the 
*^ determination of the period ivhen this traffic 
f* ought universally to cease, will be an object of 
** negociation between the different Powers ; it be- 
ing, however, well understood, that no means pro- 
per to ensure and accelerate its progress, should 
^^ be neglected — and that the reciprocal engage- 
'^ ment contracted by the present Declaration, 
*^ between the Sovereigns who have taken part in 
'^ it, should not be considered as fulfilled, until 
*^ the moment when complete success shall have 
^^ crowned their united efforts. 

'^ In making this Declamtion known to £a* 
** rope, and to all the civHized nations of the 
'^ earth, the said Plenipotentiaries flatter them* 
'^ selves they shall engage all other Governments, 
''and particularly those who, in abolishing the 
^' traffic in slaves, have already manifested the 
*' same sentiments, to support them with their 
'^ suffrages, in a cause of which the final triumph 
'* will be one of the greatest monuments of the 
*^ age which undertook it, and which shall have 
" gloriously carried it into complete effects 

« Vienna, Feb. 8, 1816." 

The Directors have put the General Meeting 
jn possession of .the material parts of the dis-^ 
cussion at the Congress relating to the French 
Slave Tmde» With respect .to that carried on

by Pbrtagai^ several importaBi Measbres wei^e 
adopted. In the first place, a Convention was 
entered into between Grreat Britain and Portugal, 
op the 21 3t of June, 181^, which stipulates, tiaat 
10 i^onsidera^tion of regulations to be made by Por^ 
||M9al»for avoiding all the doubts which have arisen 
Rilpilive to the parts of Africa with which the

It was subsequently stipulated, that the longest 

period tp which the Spanish Slave Trade tfiay 

be prolonged, shall be eight years; apd as to tke 

\imits on the cpast of Africa, within wljOfth it 

shall be allowed, it was proposed by the Spai^sH 

Qoyernitnent, that they should extend from tb# 

Equator to the 1 0th degree of the no;rth latitudf^^ 

But this arrai^ement was^ immediately and 

aaost strongly oljj^t;^d to, both by Eail Bajhuril 

and Lord <pas(let^agh. They justly rfiptn^erit^ 
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it as undoing all that Great Britain had alreadjT 
effected towards the improvement and civiliza-^ 
tion of Africa, her eflforts to this end having been 
dii*ected to that very district of coast which Spaitv 
had exclusively selected as the scene of her desa- 
lation and ravage; as wholly frustrating every 
advantage that would otherwise be derived from 
the concessions of Portugal and France, who had 
agreed to exempt, the former the whole of Nor- 
them Africa, the latter nearly the whole of it, 
from the baneful operation of this traffic; and 
therefore as in the highest degree unreasonable 
and injurious. There is every reason to hope 
that the Court of Spain will yield to the force of 
these powerful representations, and consent to 
make the Equator the northern instead of the 
southern boundary of her Slave Trade* 

The Directors cannot close their account of 
these discussions, without expressing their high 
tense of the able and unwearied exertions made 
by Lord Castlereagh, at the Congress, to effect the 
great object of Abolition. 

The papers laid before Parliament contains 
a letter from the Duke of Wellington to Lord 
Castlereagh, dated from Paris in November 
last, in which his Grace suggests, that it might 
d^erve consideration whether some of the means 
of the African Institution might not be directed 
i¥ith advantage to the formation of Establish* 
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ments, for the benefit of the Negroes in the French 
Settlements. Such a liberal proceeding, his Grace 
observes^ would tend more than any thing else to 
prove to the people of France, that Great Bri- 
tain had taken up this subject from motives of 
humanity alone. He also recommended, that in- 
formation should be circulated in France, on the 
subject of the means adopted for promoting the 
dvilization and improvement of Africa. 
' The Directors were not apprized of these sug- 
gestions until they read the papers recently laid 
before Parliament ; nor, if they had, could they 
have complied with one«part of the recommenda- 
tion, on account of the scantiness of their funds. 

Informaticm, however, on every subject con- 
nected with Africa, to the full extent in which it 
was possessed by the Institution,' was extensively 
diffused in France, by several Directors or Mem-» 
bers of the Institution, who visited that country 
for the sole purpose of endeavouring to enlighten 
the minds of its inhabitants respecting the real 
nature of the Slave Trade. 

The necessity, however, of continuing tbes^ 
exertions, as must be known to the Meeting, has 
been suspended (such are the inscrutable w^ys of 
Provida[ice) in a manner the most unexpected. . 

Napoleon Bonaparte had scarcely repossessed 
himself of • the throne of France, when he issued 
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a' Z>ecf ee for the immediate and total abdfition of 
the Freoch Slave Trade*. The Directors trust, thai 
should Loub XVIIL regain the: thrcme, this mear4 
iwr6 will not be reversed. That moniBa*ch, they 
are persuaded, would rejoice to section' and 
confirm ain act, which, coiitrai^ to his :own strong 
«*ish^ he appears to have been prevented himself 
fr6m immediately adopting, by consideraiiona 
that were unfortunately deemed imperious, but 
arising otlt of drcumstances which will M longer 
tiiit And they are willing to hope^ t&at^ however 
adverse the prdsent disposition of the Govern*^ 
mdnts of Spain and Portugal may be to an im^ 
mediate abolition^ yet, under the new and tta*/ 
expected circumstances in which this great ques- 
tioii of hmnanity and justice is now placed, they 
nmy, ere long, be prevailed upon to abandon the 
odious distinctioii of being the Mfy ;i!iatioiis wb6 
ooMinue to trade in human blood-Mii^ solitary 
obstacles to the civilization. and improvement of 
die imnf^eQse continent of Africa. 

The Government of Holland isstied a Decree 
on ^e I4th of June last, by which its subjects 
are prohibited firom trading in slaves; askt the 
Governors of the Dutch foHs oh the coast of 
Africa, are commanded to suflfer no Slave Tradd 



F^r a copy dTllhis Deeree, itt Appendk C. 
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to he carried on mthin their jurisdiction, by the 
ships of any nation, and to seize all Dutch ships 
that may contravene this Decree *. 

By an Article in the Treaty of Kiel of the 14th 
January, i814, between his Britannic Majesty 
a^id the King of Denmark, the latter engages to 
CO'Oparate with his Britannic Majesty for the 
tomptetion of the beneficent work of the total 
abolition of the Slave Trade, and to prohibit ali 
his subjects, in the most effectual mannery ^md 
by the most solemn laws, from taking any share 
in that traffic. 

In the Treaty of Ghent, concluded on the 
24th of December last betiyeen his Maje^ and 
the United States of America, the Slave Trade 
U denounced as irreconcileable with the prin* 
tiptes of humaiiity and justice, and the contract* 
ing parties mutually engage to continue to employ 
their best efforts to promote its entire abolitioQ. 

Th^ Meeting is now put in possession of the 
pd#tidul(ir8 of the progreets which has been made 
di»nrlg the last year, in that which has been the 
g#add object of the Society's cares and Isdboors^ 
file uhii^ersiil and total abolition of the Slave Trkde. 
-- That' gi^it measure has become the law, sano- 
tioned and guaranteied by solenrn treaty, :Qf ;the 
Viiiied Stait^s <tf A^erica^ the Netherknds^ 

copy of tWc Decrefe, Appendix D, / ' 
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Denmark, and Sweden. It has been proscribed^ 
as repugnant to the principles of universal mo* 
rality; as unjust, inhuman, and degrading; and has 
been held up to the detestation of the world, by 
an unanimous Declaration of the assembled nations 
of Europe. It has for the present been totally 
renounced by France ; its limits have been most 
materially abridged by Portugal ; and ere long, it 
may be hoped, that Spain will follow the example : 
—and, at the end of eight years, if not sooner, even 
with respect to the two last*mentioned nations, 
the Slave Trade will have ceased for ever, and this 
foul stain will have been removed from the face 
of the civilized world. 

The Directors may be allowed to pause for 
a moment, to indulge those feelings of heartfelt 
exultation, which their review of the progress of 
tills great cause cannot fail to excite. What a 
mighty cliange has been effected since Great Bri-^ 
tain, awakened by the indefatigable efforts of a 
few philanthropic individuals, to a conviction of 
her own crimmal conduct, pronounced a sentence 
of condemnation on this traffic ! To estimate this 
properly, we have only to ^compare the state both 
of Europe and of Africa, in respect to the Slave 
Trade, at the present moment, with what it was 
vrhen this Institution commenced its labours. 

The Members of the Institution feel that the 
exertion^ which the Directors ha VQ ^i^de, could 
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not have been made without incurring & consi^ 
derable expense. Notwithstanding the greatest 
economy, that expense, as will appear by a re- 
ference to the account of the year, has so con- 
siderably reduced the funds of the Institution, at 
all times very inadequate to its great and nu- 
merous objects, that they stand more than ever 
in need of the prompt and liberal assistance of 
the friends of Africa, to enable them to pro- 
ceed successfully in their undertaking. Without 
such aid, the great cause of civilization in that 
immense continent must necessarily languish. 

The Subscribers were informed last year, 
that a number of appeals from the sentence of 
Vice- Admiralty Courts abroad, involving the con- 
struction of that article in the former Treaty 
with Portugal which limited the Portuguese. 
Slave Trade to places on the coast of Africa 4c- 
tually under the dominion of the Crown of Por- 
tugal, were then before the Lords of Appeal, 
Of those cases, only five have yet been decided. 
In four of them the sentence of condemnation, 
pronounced by the inferior court, has been re- 
versed ; and in two of tliese the captors have 
been loaded' with the costs of their suit. The 
ambiguities in the former Treaty, which have 
occasioned these, reversals, being now, however, 
removed, the difficulties hitherto axp^ienced 
in the execution of their important duties^ by the

gftUant ofBcers to whom Government delegated 
tbe task of suppressing the illicit Slave Trade on 
the Coast of Africa, are not likely to recur. 
And with respect to the past, if those ofEcers 
akogkl be found to have acted consistently with 
their general instructions, and to have proceeded 
CO that interpretation of the Treaty in question 
wkicb was held by the inferior courts to be 
the true and fair construction, the Directors 
trust that they will not be left subject to heavy 
pecuniary losses, for having exerted themselves 
with exemplary zeal and perseverance, in an sin- 
saikibrious climate, to carry into effect what they 
ccmceived to be the wishes of their Government 
and.tbdr own imperious duty« Such a case as 
theirs constitutes a claim not merely on the libe- 
mlily, but on the justice of the public 

I'be Directors' have to lament the continuance 
of a very large Slave Trade in the Islands of 
iViance and Bourbon. They stated last year an 
opinion respecting the magnitude of this trade; 
and documents subsequently received, on which 
they can place reliance, amply prove that their 
statement was far below the truth; and that a 
trade* to b. great extent, and attended witli many 
d|§^avating circumstances, has been carried on 
there. The Planters, and other inhabitants of 
those colonies, have also shewn a strong disposi- 
tion to contravene the Abolition Laws, and to 
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evade, or resist, their execution by the authorised 
Officers of the British Government: and this 
dispoaitiofn^ instead of being repressed by the ju* 
dicial authorities existing there under the French 
constitution, appears to have been countenanced, 
if not sanctioned, by them. The Directors are off 
opinion, that the evils flowing from this source 
woukl probably have been still more prevalent 
and extensive, 'had they not been eheclced, in some 
degree, by the exertions of Lic«t.-C<^. Keating, 
the Lieutenant - Governor, and especially of 
Mr. Power, the Collector xA tbe Customs^ in the 
I'sland of Bourbon. To the latter of these gentle* 
men tbe Board has expressed its obligations, for 
his able and unwearied efforte to resrtrain tte 
Slave Trade in those islands. 

Besides numbers lost in tbe clandestine de- 
barkations on unfrequented ports of the coast, 
tfarou^ a boisfterous suif, it appears that in a 
hurricafie» whida occurred in April last, seven 
brigs and sdiooners foundiered off Madagascar 
and Mosambique, most of them about to proceed 
thence with cargoes of Slaves on board. 

A flagrant instance of tlie Slave Trade still 
carried on to the Islands of France and Bourbon, 
and a specimen of the mode of procuring slaves 
for the supply of those islands, will be found in 
the A^ndix *.

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The Directors deeply lament the long conti* 
nuance of these enormities, but they confidently 
hope that a termination will now speedily be put 
to them. Mr. Smith, who had been appointed 
Chief Justice of the Isle of France, had arrived 
there, and entered on the exercise of his functions. 
His high judicial character, and his known isib.- 
horrence of the Slave Trade, are satisfactory • 
pledges that the laws provided for the punish- 
ment of this crime will be strictly enforced ; and 
the Directors have been assured that he will be 
aided in his efforts to suppress it by the power of 
Governor Farquhar, now no longer fettered in 
his measures by the opposition of the French Ju- 
dicial Authorities. 

The Directors have not failed to represent the 
various circumstances which have come to their 
knowledge, relative to the Slave Trade of these 
jislands, to his Majesty's Government ; to whom 
indeed it was found they had been already com- 
inunicated by the public functionaries of the 
islands. 

The Directors have received such authentic 
information respecting the situation of the cap- 
tured Negroes at the Cape of Good Hope, as 
leaves them no room to doubt that great abuses 
have prevailed as to their disposal under the Act3 
abolishing the Slave Trade. In devising the 
means of remedying these abuses they are assured 
of the intelligent suggestions and zealous aid and 
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co-operation of the Earl of Caledon and Sir John 
Cradocky who were formerly Governors of that 
Colony, and of the Rev. Mr. Jones, the Chap- 
lain (at present in this country), whose active be- 
nevolence has already been most beneficially ex- 
erted at the Cape and its vicinity in forming insti- 
tutions for the instruction of the lower classes, and 
who, on his return, will be glad to promote some 
efficient plan for improving the condition of the 
captured Negroes, and securing to them those 
benefits which it was the intention of the British 
Parliament, in conveying to them the rights of 
freemen, that they should enjoy. 

Indeed, the question of the general disposal of 
the captured Slaves continues to be, as it has 
always been, one of the greatest difficulties which 
the Directors have tp encounter ; and they are 
inclined to believe that it will not be* overcome 
till arrangements shall have been made to meet 
the peculiar exigencies of different places. One 
uniform system for all, does not seem compatible 
with the means of comfort and improvement 
which it was the wise and humane purpose of 
the JuCgislature to provide for (hem. 

By accounts received from Ceylon, dated in 
June 1813, it appears that several persons had 
been tried there, some of whom were found guilty, 
for attempting to carry away from that island a 
number of Cingalese children, with intent to send 
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tbetn as slayes into Arabia ''^. Tbe Directors an 
kafSKpy io state, that tbe able and ealigfatened Ciiief^* 
Justaoe of that colony. Sir Alexander Johnston, is 
actuated by an earnest desire to forward tbe views> 
of the Institution to tbe utmost of his power. 

In the GoveiTnnent Gazette of the Idand of 
Java, dated October 9th, 1&13, appeared a de- 
tailed account of the trial in that island, under the 
Slave Trade Felony Act, of two persons, who ap- 
pear to have been Europeans. Both the prisoners 
were acquitted. The President of the Courts 
however, observed, that tbe trial would be pro- 
ductive of beneficial effects by giving publicity to 
tbe abolition laws, and would shew the necessity of 
paying a due obedience to them in that colony f* 

Hiree persons, of the names of Malcolm Brodie^ 
Jafmes Dunbar, and George Cooke, were lately 
tried and Convicted at Sierra Leone for trading in 
slaves in violation of the same Act of Parliament : 
they were severally sentenced to fourteen years 
transportation, and were brought to England on 
board bis Majesty's ship the ArieL Upon a full 
consideration, however, of their case, a free pardon 
has been granted to them by the Prince R^ent^ 
not from any doubt of their guilt and their conse- 
quent liability to punishment, but because^ th^ 
offence having been commttted out of fb^ jnrisdio^

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tkm of the coloay, ihey had been tried aft Sierra 
Leoiie by an iacompetent tribunal : the proceedings 
were therefore held to be coram non jitdice^ and 
therefore void ; and on this account a peurdon 
was propaiy granted to thena^*. 

These ceovictions, together with the wfeole of 
the proceedings of the African Institution since its 
eBteblisbment, have been violently attacked i^ a 
pamphlet recently published by Doctor Thorpe, 
who held the office of Chief Justice of Sierra 
Leone for more than seven years, but resided in 
that cokmy only twenty-one months, and tias 
recently been dismissed from tliat situation. 

The statements contained in that pamphlet have 
been minutely examined, and, as the Directors 
trus^ satisfactorily refuted, in a Special Report f , 
which will be read to the Subscribers, who will thus 
be enabled to form their own opinions respecting 
the character of the work and of its author. 

The communications which the Directors have,

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during the last year, received from their various 
correspondents in the West Indies, have been 
unusually numerous and important. The island 
of Nevis has been recently distinguished as the 
scene of the most atrocious cruelties : but the same 
community which produced the persons by whom 
those enormities were perpetrated, and the jury by 
which the criminals were acquitted, happily pos- 
sessed in the late Mr. Tobin a man, who, with an 
activity which knew no intermission, and with a 
benevolence which no force of example could inti- 
midate, persevered, under the heavy calamity of 
blindness, and in opposition to prejudice and ca- 
lumny, in labouring to promote the objects of the 
Institution, from the earliest period of its forma- 
tion till the last hour of his life. The loss of such 
a man is indeed a serious misfortune, and one 
which will not easily be repaired. The Direc- 
tors have, however, been indebted for much va- 
luable, information to many gentlemen in other 
parts of the West Indies, although, for obvious 
reasons, they are unable to make any other than 
this general acknowledgment for the assistance' 
which they have in this manner received. 

The various subjects brought under their notice 
by this correspondence may be reduced to the 
three following heads: — Firsty The statement 
of individual acts of tyranny and oppression ; 
secondly^ suggestions for the amelioration of the 
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C<^tion of the slaves ia those cplonieSi aix| of tbft 
\b^w 83 it relates to tbem ; aod, thirdly^ accoi|Qts of 
some cases ia which the Abolitioa Acts are sup* 
posed to have been violated. 

With refereace to the ^rst of these subjectSi^ it 
is with deep regret that the Pirectors feel it 
peoessary to state, that they have received informa^ 
tipa of various iostaoces of cruelty, particularly in 
the smaller isla^d^: aod from the narratives dl 
tjljiese cases, and the circumstances by which they 
have been attended, it would appear that the White 
population of the isliinds have but rarely shewn a 
becoming degree of iAd^goation on the commbfflon 
of these crimes. 

. They who have reflected, with a view to usyi 
practical purpose^ on the meaQs of correcting this 
unnatural state of society, will not need to be told 
that it is a subject replete with difficulty. When 
the limited influeiice and authority of those who 
are aoxious to effect such reformaUons are con^ 
blasted with the unbounded power, legislative and 
dpipestic, of the m&a who suppose themselves in- 
t^ested in resisting them, it is plain that little 
^uldi be bop^ from a direct and open contest 
with those by whom the laws of the Colonies ara 
enaoted apd administered. When it is further 
leeoUected how much the constitutional autiiority 
q£ the eseoutive goverament is ^arrowed by the* 
rights s^sieiited by tibe councils and assembliw oH

the islands, and in so many instances conceded to ^ 
them ; with what caution that authority is and 
and must always be exerted; by what various 
conflicting representations truth may be obscured, 
where the subjects of complaint have arisen at so 
great a distance; how incessantly, within the 
bounds of the colonies themselves, the prejudices 
of colour are inflamed by education and custom ; 
and with what sensitive jealousy every plan of re- 
form is watched by those who have embarked their 
wealth in West-Indian securities and speculation ; 
it will not be thought wonderful that the progress 
of improvement in those islands should be very 
tardy, and that the Directors have hesitated to pro- 
pose any measures for the adoption of the British 
Parliament, till they could thoroughly investigate a 
question so abounding in hazardous alternatives. 

In the mean time, they have not been negligent 
in lending such assistance as has been in their 
power towards the correction oif those individual 
abuses which have been communicated to them; and 
they are happy to state, that, in several instances, 
the representations they have made to his Majes* 
try V Mbisters have been attended., with salutary 
consequences. 

The second leading topic noticed in this corre-* 
spbiidenee, is that of the improvement, by general 
legislative measures, of the condition of the slave 
population, and of the law relating to that subject 
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F(H* the reasons which have been already shortly 
noticed, there is great difficulty in forming any 
decision with respect to the adoption of those plans 
which many intelligent men, possessing great local 
information, have recommended. But while it 
must be confessed that it has hitherto been 
impossible to effect any general change in the 
system which every day's experience leads the 
Directors to deplore as the source of unnumbered 
evils, they gladly take the present opportunity of 
noticing those circumstances which deserve to be 
recorded as forming some advancement to a better 
state of law in the West-Indian islands. 

To Mr. Keane, with whose character and labours 
feware unacquainted who have attended to the re- 
cent history of our slave colonies, the Directors are 
indebted for the information, that in an action which 
was lately commenced before the Supreme Court 
in the bland of St. Vincent, that gentleman con- 
tended successfully against the principle which has 
30 long formed the opprobrious distinction of the 
slave code of the British Colonies, namely, that a 
Black Han is to be reputed to be a slave until the 
contrary is proved. After a long argument, Mr. 
Keane succeeded in obtaining from the Court of 
King's Bench in that island a formal decision that 
this presumption against freedom, and in favour of 
slavery, was not warranted by law. This judg- 
ment the Directors cannot hut consider ^ an oc^ 
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ourrenee of great importance, because, so ikf tts ftift 
authority of the court by which it was pronouncet! 
extends, it will have the effect of prevetiting Hit 
recurrence of those ahamefui violattons of all na-^ 
tural justice, of the frequency of which erery West*- 
Indian newspaper flimisfaes suffitient evidence. 
tJnder the law, as it existed in St Vincents beibi^ 
the judgment in question, and as it exists in prac*^ 
tice in all the other West-Indian Iislatids at pre* 
sent, a Black person appearing in «ny cme of thostf 
colonies may be immediately imprisoned, and,' 
within a limited time, exposed to fmfolic sale as U 
slave, unless he is able to substantiate his fmedotti-^ 
a condition hardly to be complied with in any 
csm in which the unfortunate captive was bom of 
free parents in any remote setttemeM, or even iff 
Great Britain, and which it is petfectly impossibte 
for any native of the ^anish or Portuguese cola*' 
nies to perform. The Directors hope shortly to 
obtain, through the kind assistance of Mr. Keane^ 
who lately returned to England, the record of (his^ 
important judgment *; and they are happy to have 
the best reason to expect the active concurrence 0# 
the present Chief Justice, Mr. Sharpe, in fortherhig 
every wise and humane measure of this descriptitm.

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Another subject which has engaged the att6n-» 
tion of the Directors during the last year, may n<A 
improperly be noticed in this place. Consider* 
able difliculties have long been felt with respect td 
the proper interpiletation of the Act for the Abo* 
lition of the Slave Trade, in cases where the sen- 
tences of the Courts of Vice- Admiralty, pronounc- 
ed in pursuance of that Act, have been made the 
subject of Appeal. The unhappy objects of the 
controversy have, in one instance, been permitted to 
continue in the dreadful imprisonment of the ves^ 
sel in which they were imported from Africa> JtiU 
XDort than 100, out of a cavgo not exceeding 400 
persons; perished miserably for want of prop^ 
e«fe and sustenanjQ^ 1^. They were confined in tbi|i 
loat)i8ome ,dungeoni during the .. pendency of an 
appeal, for a period of nine months after; the origi- 
oal institution of the prosecution, and were at last 
liberated oQly in consequence of a direct order 
from his Majesty's Government. 

A proof of the necessity fpr some further le^$la- 
live provision for the care and disposal of captured 
Negroes, will be found in the following extract of a 
letter from the Commander pf His Majesty's Ship 
the Pique : — " I wish you would advise how I am 
" to recover the sum of 2,500/. sterling, being the 
^' disbursements of an account paid by me for the^

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^ maintenance and medical assistance afforded to 
the Africans captured by this ship in the Spa- 
nish brig Carlos. The Negroes and the vessel 
'^ have since been condemned to the Pique in the 
Vice- Adbiiralty Court of Antigua ; and though 
there is an appeal, cannot, I think, be restored ; 
as the case, independently of evidence of the 
ship being partly American property, was so 
" atrociously cruel, in having put on board a vessel 
" under iHOO tons, 512 Negroes, in addition to the 
" crew, consisting of 84. They were so miserably 
" fed, clothed, &c.,that any idea one could form of 
** the horrors of the SlaveTrade would fall short of 
** what I saw. Eighty were thrown overboard be* 
" fore we captured her. In this state the vessel put 
^^ into Guadaloupe; and as I had given instructions 
" in writing to the officer I put in charge of her, 
" to pay every possible attention to the wants and 
" comforts of these unfortunate victims, he lost no 
" time in securing a large house for their recep- 
** tion, where the best medical assistance in the 
*^ island was procured for them. Notwithstand- 
" ing every precaution, fifteen or sixteen died. In

The Directors bad fully hoped before this time 
t9have witnessed the introduction into Parliament 
qf a Bill for the general re^stration of the Slaves 
in all the British Colonies where slavery is tole- 
rated, — a measure whioh has already been adopted, 
under the authority of the Crown, in the islands of 
Trinidad, St Lucie, and Mauritius, and which, in 
the correspondence of Lord Castlereagh with the 
Duke of Wellington on the subject of the Slave 
Trade, is recommended to the adoption of the 
French Government. 

In a letter to his Grace, dated 6th August last, 
and printed No. 10 amongst the Parliamentary 
l^apers, Lord Castlereagh writes thus : " I send 
" your Grace an Order in Council for the registra- 
" tion of Slaves in the island of Trinidad : it is 
'^ intended without delay to extend this measure to 
** the colonies lately ceded by Prance to Great 
" Britain. You will see tlieimportance of some 
" regulation of this nature, to check the illicit in- 
*' troduction of fresli slaves into the French colo- 
'^ nies, where this traffic may either be prohibited 
" or limited." 

To the concurrence, therefore, of the British Go- 
vernment in the extension, by parliamentary enact* 
ment, to all our Slave Colonies, of this great measure 
of amelioration, the Directors certainly did not

antkripate any objection* Difficulties, howcJver, 
have arisen, of a nature to render doubtful the et- 
pediency of introducing a Bill for that purposie itota 
PaHiameht, ^o as tb' press for its adoption duriilg 
the- present Session. The Directors Continue m 
look- upon this measure as df the hijghest impdrlJ- 
anof, both for the purpose of effectually prevent-^ 
ing an illicit slave trade to our colonies, and as thd 
best foundation for iriapt^oVements iil the condition 
of !*« Black popuiatiott there ; anrf they look 
forwjEird to its adoption with earnest sblicitudfe *. 

The Dil'ectbrs propose next to call tlie attentioft 
of the Subscribers to the present state of the 
colony of Sferrd L^one, and 16 other matters 
wlote phrtitularly conftlStted Vifith the coiiliiient of 
AfricA. 

The iMoritiatSbW received oh this subjlect frdm 
Lieutenant- Colottbl Maxwell, the GovfernOlt* of 
that colony, wha arrived in tfMS coiitftry ifi fte 
mohth of Septemb6r, and fi'om othefeye-witnesstes, 
who have recently visited finglarid, enafetes the 
Directors to lay more foil and' authentic statements 
tefore the General Meeting than it has^ hitherto 
been in their power to Communicate.

the remainder, of every age and description. It is, 
however, very material, to ob^ecve, that no direc- 
tions are given for the tr^fktment of thosie who, 
•from, any cause, might not be either enliated or 
apprenticed ; aor< of- those whose^ terms of appren- 
ticeship have expired. tThose regulations are also 
obviously de&qtive ia.some other .and most impor- 
tant particulars,:^i;id:hy!: their very isilence open a 
wide door ta ^ahuse in our slave colonies. :£ven 
-at iSierra Leone ti^y are.iStated by competent 
judges,; and httve be^ found by experience to be, 
ao iaaidequate to meet the exigencies of the 
case, that the Governor ' of the colony iias been 
^hlig^d to treat and idispose of them as he thaught 
! best,* taking upon himself the responsibility of so 
doing. And;hy!his:thus venturing to useadis* 
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cretioD, in conformity to trhat appeared to be lim 
general intention of the Legislature, the treatnient 
of the captured Negroes has been in a gradual st«te 
of improvement. In framing the Orders inCouo* 
cil on this subject, regard was had to the state of 
our West-India islands, and not to that of a new 
colony, circumstanced like that of Sierra Leon^ 
where all the captured Negroes could not possibly 
be apprenticed. The Orders, in fact, were drawn 
np before the establishment of a Court of Vice-Ad^- 
miralty at Sierra Leone, and, consequently, whesEi 
no captured Negroes enfranchised by condemnation 
were expected to be the subjects of such regular 
tions there. If their situation in that colony had 
been in view, it might have been foreseen that 
much greater advantages would probably be de^ 
rived from settling them in the first instance as in- 
dependent labourers on farms of their own, tbao 
by apprenticing them to others. 

On a late census, the European, Nova Scotian, 
and Maroon men in the colony amounted to be- 
tween three and four hundred ; not more than one 
third of whom are able to support themselves with* 
out the necessity of resorting to some manual emr 
ployment ; and of the remainder, more than one 
half are labourers, fishermen, and small farmers. 

During the administration of Captain Colum- 
bine, about 1500 captured Negroes were landed in 
f be colony ; not above one hundred of whom en- 
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tcred into his Majesty'^ service; and it is supposed 
that 200 may have returaed to their own countryj 
being chiefly from the neighbouring parts. StiU 
there were 1200 left; the greater part of whom it 
would have been impossible to have distributed as 
apprentices among the above number of colonists, 
with a fair hope of their comfort and im* 
provement 

The price of labour amongst the inhabitants of 
the colony seems to have been very high ; and the 
Kroortien *, though a numerous and useful race, 
have afforded too extraneous and uncertain a sup- 
ply of labourers materially to reduce this price. It 
became, therefore, an object of great importance 
for the colony to have within itself a body of free, 
independent labourers, who might be procured at 
a moderate rate, and whose earnings would all 
conduce to the general improvement of the colony. 
The former settlers are indisposed to the drudgery of 
cutting wood and planting farms, preferring other 
modes of employment, particularly trading among 
the natives. Hence the neighbourhood of Free- 
town, which has been allotted to them, is but par- 
tially cleared, and the produce of the colony has 
been generally scanty, and inadequate to the de- 
mands of the population. It was therefore an- 
other great object to provide a class of persons

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who would not be indisposed %d agricultural 
labour, but rather deem it a .privilege to ht 
allowed to settle in the mountains, ^xxd cultivate 
£Eurms, from which they could support themselvea 
And their families, and procure the comforts of 
life. The disposal of the captured Negroes has 
accordingly been regulated ^with a view to these 
considerations, and the following statement will 
shew what has. been the actual result 

The Directors have learnt, with great regret, that 
some of the captured Negroes, who were placed in 
the recruiting depot at Bance Island, suffered, at 
one time, great hardships. These hardships, how- 
ever, they believe to have ceased; and that the 
captured Negroes have lately enjoyed all the 
nadvantages compatible with their situation : they 
have received pay and rations, and great attention 
has been paid to their comfort. The total num- 
ber of men and boys enlisted, up to July 9th, 
1814, appear from the returns to be, in the land 
-service 1861, and in the naval service 107. 

Such of these men as have been attached to the 
Royal African Corps are stated, for the most 
part, to have wives, to whom they have been 
regularly united. Sixty-five women have, in a 
aimilar manner, been married to soldiers at the 
recruiting dep6t. In general, where a man and 
woman have formed an attachment, and desired 
to be united, no obstacle has been made to their 
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union. Both parties were carefully informed, 
that thotijgh tbey were free to act as they pleased, 
and conld^ not be forced to do any thing contrary 
fo their inclinations, yet that, if they were once 
united a&man and wife, they would not be allowed 
afterwards to separate. From their pay and 
allowances tiie men derive ample means of sub- 
sistence; and the cleanly, well-dressed state of 
their women, already equalling, and in many 
bsteuices surpassing, that of the old hihabitants 
of Freetown, evidently shews the existence of 
proper feelings, and a considerable advance in 
dvflization. The Directors have also the hi]^ 
authority of his Royal Highness the Commander 
in- Chief for stating, that the Black soldiers of 
the Royal African Corps have uniformly con- 
ducted themselves with great propriety. 

The system of apprenticing^ the captured children 
was continued till the year f812 ; but in that 
year, for reasons already specified, it was given 
up; and, with a few exceptions, the boys have since 
settled in (he mountains with their countrymen, and 
the girls have been kept at school. The total num- 
ber of Negroes, young and old, who have been 
apprenticed from the beginning — that is, from 
the year 1 808— amounts to between 800 and SOCT, 
of whom not more than 300 were apprenticed to 
trades. The term of apprenticeship of most of 
the adults bound m 1810 and 1811 has expired; 
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and they are now settled in the colony, and find no 
difficulty in procuring a comfortable subsistence 
by theur industry. The number of indentures 
lately in force amounted only to from 300 to 400 ; 
and, with few exceptions^ the apprentices were 
in a very satisfactory state ; improving under hu- 
mane masters ; with several of whom their appren- 
tices, whose terms had expired, willingly remained. 
They are well clothed and clean ; many of them 
can read a little; and those who are learning 
trades appear to make considerable proficiency. 
In general, they cannot now be known even from 
the most decent of the young settlers by any 
inferiority of dress or appearance : and as their 
masters are fully aware of the advantages they 
derive from them, and of which any proof of ill 
treatment would deprive them ; and as the appren- 
tices are equally sensible of this, and know where 
to obtain redress if ill used; there appears a fair 
prospect that any inconveniences yet remaining in 
their condition wiU gradually disappear^. 

The Directors will now advert to the situation 
of those captured Negroes who have been placed 
on farms of their own at Sierra Leone, and who 
may therefore be considered as incorporated into 
that settlement, and not liable to be removed 
from it. 

, For the first two years after the passing of the

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Abotition Act, great irregularity seems to have 
existed in the man^ement of this part of the popu*- 
lattoo o( Sierra Leone; and, without entering into 
0)inote details, it may be stated in general, that a 
laxity and irregularity of practice, wholly incon- 
latent with wholesome obedience and progres- 
sive improvement, were permitted amongst them. 
When a better system was afterwards adopted, 
there was a necessity, for a short time, of more 
frequent punishments than would have been others- 
wise required. Still, however, it would appear, that; 
after the disorders alluded to had been repressed, 
and dvG subordination had been established, the 
captured Negroes neither committed so many 
crimtB^ nor were punished so often, as an equal 
number of the oUier classes of the community : 
and at all times they seem to have enjoyed the 
isame laws, privileges, and protection ; were tried 
widi the same forms, and punished in the same 
manner, as the other colonists. 

A number of tiiese Negroes having been placed 
in Leicester MouniHin, about three miles from 
Freetown, were directed by Governor Columbine 
to cultivate the laad around them, and to consider 
it as their own property. Tools and seed werjp 
^ven them ; and as they had no means at first of 
pct>viding for themselves, they had nations allowed 
diem, till tte produce of their lands should come 
lo inaturity : and jx> supply them with a little 
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money for other purposes, one third of their num- 
ber was constantly employed, in turn, by the Go- 
vernment of the Colony. Their industry and pro- 
gressive improvement were soon evident. In a 
few months the brushwood, in which they were at 
first completely enveloped, was cleared away, and 
their temporary huts were converted into a neat 
village, surrounded with a large open space co- 
vered with corn and cassada, and as much ex 
posed to the sea breeze as Freetown itself. As 
they enjoyed a much cooler and finer air, and the 
wood had been completely cleared around them, 
the inhabitants of Leicester became remarkable 
for their strong healthy looks and active habits. 
" Such of the men as were at first unmarried, 
soon obtained wives of their own country from 
the prizes which arrived. Both men and women 
might be seen in Freetown, with wood and other 
things for sale, as early as six o'clock in a morning ; 
and after transacting their business, they returned 
home to breakfast, before the commencement of 
the labours of the day in the colrn and cassada 
field. In a short time the colony was com- 
pletely supplied with cassada and fuel from 
Leicester. 

Soon after Governor Maxwell's arrival in the 
colony, between 300 and 400 acres of land were 
located for another settlement of captured Negroes 
of the Cftbenda country, upon the principle of 
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settling those from the same country in the same 
neighbourhood ; and afterwards, an addition having 
been made to their number, 400 acres more were 
allotted, to the West of Leicester Mountain, for 
the people of that district. 

These people, in general, set to work with con- 
siderable spirit ; cleared a great part of their lands ; 
built houses on their own lots ; and so far back as 
the year 1812, had sufficient crops of rice, com, 
and cassada to support themselves : and as they 
spent very little or none of their money in the 
purchase of spirituous liquors, their houses became 
more comfortable than those even of many of the 
old settlers, and they themselves highly respectable. 

Governor Maxwell appears to have proceeded, 
in the treatment of the captured Negroes, upon a 
very liberal plan. He increased their rations ; 
supplied them with more seed, and a greater 
quantity of tools, than formerly ; and began the 
system of clothing them, even from the first, in 
the same manner as the other colonists, ordering 
clothes for them, on his own responsibility, from 
England. 

In July last there were at Sierra Leone, exclu- 
sive of the apprentices and soldiers of the Ro3^al 
African Corps and recruiting dep6t, but including 
the wives of the soldiers of that corps, about 2750 
captured >fegroes j nearly 1400 of whom actually 
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supported themselves comfortably and decently 
by their own free labour. These are settled 
in seven villages in the country, and on farms 
near Freetown, and are on an equal footing 
with the Maroons and Settlers; enjoying the 
same privileges and protection, and amenable 
to, and tried by, the same laws. Of this they 
are stated to be fully sensible, feeling their 
own independence, and freely making use of tiie 
courts of the colony when they think themselves 
aggrieved. 

Of the 1 330 captured Negroes, who were still 
victualled by the Colonial Government at the 
period above alluded to, it was expected that 
about 800 would be able to support themselves 
by Christmas last, and that they would then be- 
come as useful and independent members of the 
colony as the others. 

The Directors have contemplated with great 
satisfaction the manifest progress of these people, 
generally, in civilization and the arts of social life. 
They are assured, by various eye-witnesses, that 
it could hardly have been believed possible, prior 
to experience, that the wretched creatures drawn 
from the holds of the slave ships, and relieved 
from their fetters and from the very lowest ex- 
tremity of degradation and misery, should, in the 
^oprse of a few months^ becqme 80 cpmfortoble 
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and so useful. A number of the youths have 
been taught masonry, by order of Governor 
Maxwell ; and the consequence has been a con- 
siderable fall in the price of that species of labour, 
and a much greater degree of attention to it on 
the part of the Maroons aud Settlers. Many of 
the youths have been instructed in ship and 
house carpentry, and not a few are become 
sawyers and shingle makers. Some saw-pits in 
the colony are entirely supplied by them and the 
other native inhabitants. 

Notwithstanding the length of this statement, 
respecting the condition of the captured Negroes 
at Sierra Leope, it seems on the present occasion 
to be necessary to add some information upon 
that of the females in particular. 

It appears to have been made, from the first, 
a rule never to allow even the youngest girl 
to be apprenticed in a family where there was no 
female. When it was found that more girls 
arrived in the colony than could be apprenticed 
to proper persons, and, indeed, that some of those 
who were apprenticed did not experience proper 
treatment and instruction from their masters and 
mistresses; a Girls' School was formed, to which 
they were all sent, with a view to their acquiring 
arts which might be useful to them in after-life. 
Till the end of the year 18 IS, this school was but 
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^mall * ; but about that period a number of Congo 
girls were brought from leeward, and added to 
it ; and since that time it has been gradually in* 
creasing. That, notwithstanding all these pre- 
cautions, some of the female captured Negroca 
have conducted themselves ill, will not surprise 
any one at all conversant with human nature, and 
especially as it exists in Africa. 

On the whole, however, it affords the Directors 
very considerable satisfaction to be able to state, 
that much appears to have been done for the pre-^ 
aent comfort and future prosperity of the captured 
Negroes in the colony of Sierra Leone ; — that they 
have been treated by the Government in a kind 
and liberal manner; — that tlK)se appointed to 
superintend them, have carefully watched over 
their interests and protected them from injury ; — 
and that they appear now to be as happy, and as 
comfortably situated, and are as likely to rise in 
the colony, as any class of persons in it. 

The following is the last annual official return 
made to the Governor of Sierra Leone, and by 
him communicated to the Secretary of State.

9th July, 1814. Sup* captured Negroes, 
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Soon after' the last General Meeting, a young 
mfin, of the name of Daniel Sutherland, and his 
wife>. who were very respectably recommended to 
the Board, agreed to go out to Sierra Leone 
in the capacity of schoolmaster and school- 
mistress. Sutherland was placed, for a time, at 
the school in the Borough Road, in order to learn 
the new system of Education. He also took 
Considerable pains to perfect himself in the prac- 
tice of land-surveying. By the favour of Govem- 
inent, he and his wife, together with several of the 
African boys, who had been for some time en- 
joying the benefits of education at the school in 
the Borough Road, were allowed a free passage 
fxi board some transports going to Africa. They 
sailed some months ago, and the Directors hope 
that they have long since arrived safely at the place 
of their destination. They also trust, that, as 
vacancies occur^ these persons may be put on 
Ihe Government establishment for education at 
Sierra Leone;- and thus, while they, contribute 
j)0werfuily to extend knowledge and civilization 
in Africa, cease to burthen the funds of the 
Institution. 

By the same opportunity a quantity of Vaccine 
matter, properly and carefully secured, was seni to 
a medical gentleman in the Colony ; who has been 
urged to endeavour by all proper means to extend 
vaccination at Sierra Leone and the neighbourhood. 
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LieutenaQt^oloiiel McCarthy, the acting Go* 
vernoTi ba^ also been strongly solicited to afford 
his influence and protection to the use of this effec-* 
tual and hornless preventive against one of the 
most virulent diseases incident to mankind, and 
which has on many occasions proved peculiarly 
fetal to the African race. 

The Pirectors availed themselves of the per* 
mbsion of the Lords of the Admiralty to send the 
copper coin, which has been prepared for the use 
of the Colony of Sierra Leone, on board his Ma* 
jesty's ship the Ariel, free of expense to the Insti* 
tutioQ. About 45,000 pieces of copper money, 
stamped with an appropriate device, were sent by 
this c^portunity, together with a considerable 
Bumber of school-books. 

The Directors were some time ago favoured 
with a very interesting Memorial, addressed to them 
by Major-General Sir Wiiloughby Gordon, the 
Quarter*Masler- General, pointing out the mode 
which he considered as best calculated to promote 
further discoveries in the interior of Africa, and 
stating, that he had reason to believe that two or 
three gentlemen (for some time resident on die 
Coast) might be found, fitly qualified for the conduct 
of sodi a journey, and ready to undertake it under 
proper encouragement The !^emorial invited the 
Instituticm to ground some proceedings on ih$ 

K 
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suggestions contained in it, and gave an assurance, 
that there could be no doubt but that, on due 
application, they would, as far as his department 
was concerned, receive the most liberal M and 
encouragement from his Royal Highness the Com^ 
manderin Chief. 

In - consequence of this communication, a 
Committee of the Directors waited upon the 
Major-General. They informed him, that the 
funds of the Institution were totally inadequate 
to defray the expense of such an undertaking, 
but they hoped that Government would be 
willing to grant the same encouragement in this 
case, which had Jbeen given in the instance 6f 
Mr. Park. They assured him, that the Institution 
would freely communicate all the informatbo'it 
possessed, in order to prepare and instruct the 
persons who should be selected for the expedition. 
General Gordon observed, that if the Secretary 
of, the Institution would address to him in writing 
§7hat had now been stated. in conversation, he 
would immediately write to the person in Africa 
ivhoQi he had in . view. This was accordingly 
done; and the Directors presume, that the gentle* 
man in qu^tion may very \soon be expected to 
ftrrive in England, in order to prepare himself for 
his -arduous, but interesting and useful, under- 
itaking. The Committee had. after wards tbe ho* 
HQur of an interview, on the same subject,^ with

his Royal Highness the Commander in Chief; 
and £3und his Royal Highness very favourable to 
this object, and disposed to give every aid in his 
power to its accomplishmenL 

The account of Mr. Mungo Paric's mission to 
the interior of Africa, in 1805, has jyst been publish*^ 
ed by Mr. Murray, whose liberal conduct towards 
Mr. Park's family has already been noticed in the 
last Annual< Report. This publication has been 
edited, with great ability, by a highly respectable 
member of this Board ; and is rendered particu- 
larly interesting, by its containing, not only Mr. 
Park's Journal, in his own words, of his proceed- 
ing, as sent by him to Government a short time 
before his death, but also a Men)oir of Mr. Park's 
Life, together with other very valuable information.' 

One instance of the ingenuity of the natives 
. pf Africa, in their mode of dying cloth, . quoted, 
from Mr. Park's Journal, will be found in the 
Appendix*.

The work of Dr. Dickson, entitled *' Mitigation 
of Slavery," of which mention was made to the last 
General Meeting, has been some time published ; 
and the Board, conceiving that it is calculated to 
liirtber the objects of the Society, have purchased

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a numikr of wpi^ which Diey propose to* distri*^ 
bute m the West Indies, and otiier places nvtore 
such disfeributioo may appear likely to be useittL 
Many hare already beoi thus^ disposed of. 

The Directors have looked, with great solici- 
tude, for an opportunily of circulating Mr. Blanco 
White's Eseay on the Slave Trade, which was, 
noticed at the last General Meeting, amongst his^ 
countrymen in Spain; but the unhappy circum* 
fitaniies of that country have caused them* to ^^ 
stain from the attempt, at the present moment^ 
lest they might bjune, rather than benefit^ the 
cause of abolition. 

« 

Since the last meeting, the Directors haw 0liit 
back to Africa a- Negro, recommended to their 
care by the Right lion. Hugh Elliott^ and have 
received intelligence of his arrival at Goree, and 
that, through the humane attention of Lieut.-Cdl 
Chisholm, the Commandant of that plkce; he bad^ 
reached his native village in safety, to thegiieat 
joy of himself and his friends. 

The Directors feel great pleasure in recording' 
the prompt attention of Lord Sidmouth to the 
case of two African children, landed at Plymouth 
under strong circumstances of suspicion that they 
had been sold as slaves. A representation was 
made to his Lordship, from one of the magistrates

there, stating that tiiese children were found od 
board a French frigate, which had been captured 
by his Majesty's ship the Hebrus, and were about 
%o be taken to Lisbon by a Portuguese Captain; 
who claimed them. 

It appeared, upon the examinatioii before the 
Magistrate, that this captain had received the 
children on board at Bahia, from a^ merchant re- 
sident there, and they were to have beein delivered 
to a Jew merchant at Gibraltar. He stated that 
the children, who were only nine and eleven years 
old, came, he believed, from the Eastern Coast of 
Africa. Thi^ information led the magistrate to 
conclude that they had been sold as slaves, and 
were still in that condition ; and he therefore very 
properly determined to communicate this infor- 
mation to the Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, who directed it to be transmitted to 
this Institution. — ^Through the benevolence of the 
inhabitaixts of Plymouth, these two children, as 
well as a Negro girl rescued in a similar manner 
from destined captivity, have been omifortably 
provided for. 

A circumstance of a somewhat singular nature, 
and connected rather with slavery than the Slave 
Trade, occurred in the heart of this metropolis 
at the close of the month of October la$t. Infor- 
m»tioQ was received by the Institution, through a)

respectable channel, that a Black boy was confined 
in chains, and otherwise ill treated, by his pre-, 
tended roaster, at his lodgings in Long Acre; 
and an application was made without delay to9 
Mr. Bimie, the magistrate at Bow Street, for 
his assistance. In consequence of this applica- 
tion, a police officer was immediately dispatchedi 
to the master, with, a request that the boy might 
attend at the office.^^Soon afterwards the boy: 
came, accompanied by the master, who claimed 
the lad as his apprentice ; and stated that he had 
brought him from the West Indies about twa 
months ago ; during which time the lad had 
clieated him of different sums of money under 
false pretences, and: had robbed him of some 
bottles of wine. On this account, he had deter- 
mined to send the boy back to the West Indies 
by the next fleet, and acknowledged that, to pre- 
vent his running away, he had chained him to a 
table, having no other means of safe confinement 
The master then stated that he should charge the 
boy with robbing him. The magistrate observed, 
that this charge would now come with a very bad 
grace, as he had taken the punishment into his 
own hands, and especially considering the mode 
of punishment which he had adopted. He must 
know, that, as soon as the boy landed on British* 
ground, he^ was no longer a slave; to which th& 
master assented.*^Upon its being explained to 
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fhe boy that he might, if he chose, remain in 
England, instead of being sent back to die West 
Indies, he replied that he would remain in 
£nglan<L-^The master was then asked, whether 
he had ever paid the boy any wages : he admitted 
that he had not ; and as he had claimed him as bis 
apprentice, he was required to produce or givit 
some account of his indedtures, which he declined. 
The magistrate then allowed the boy to depart with r 
the Secretary of the Institution, upon receiving 
bis assurance that the lad should always be forth- 
coming, to answer to any charge which might be 
brought against him. . He has since been placed 
in the school in the Borough Road^ where he still 
remains. It is hardly necessary to add, that the 
threatened charge has not hitherto been preferred. 

Another Negro boy, about sixteen years old, of the , 
name of William Simmons, has been recommended 
to the Directors, by a very respectable member of 
the Institution. It seems that he was kidnapped 
in Africa about eight years ago, and sold to a person 
in .Jamaica, with whom he lived as a domestic ser- 
vant» The master, intending to come to England 
and bring this lad with him, had him baptized^ 
and bound to him as an apprentice. The lad, 
fearing that he should be sent back to Jamaica, 
and there sold as a slave, ran away from his master; 
who pursued and overtook him ; but some persons 
interfering^ the boy was put under the protection of 
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a constable, who applied to the gentlemaB above 
alluded tx> for advrice and assistance, and to this 
gentleman the master finally relinquished the boy. 
Finding him to possess superior capacity, the gen- 
tleman recommended him to the notice of the 
Board, and the lad has been placed at the same 
sdiool, in the hope that, with proper instructions, 
be may iiereafter become useful as a schoolmaster 
in Africa. 

'- The Directors have already commumcated their 
intention of erecting a Monument to the memory 
of Mr. Granville Sharp, in Westminster Abbey* 
They have procured a very eligible situation for 
such a monument, and the work U now in pro- 
gress. 

They have the further gratification of statiqg, 
that Miss Sharp, the niece and representative of 
Mr. GranviUe Sharp, has presented to the Institur 
tion all his papers and other documents relative (q 
slavery and the Slave Trade, which are now depo- 
sited ^t the office of the Institution, The grateful 
acknowledgments pf the Institution have been 
pmde to Miss Sharp for thi^ valuable present. 

Since the ratification of the Treaty of Peace with 
the United States of America, the Directors have 
expected a communication from Captain Paul 
Cuffee, stating the views which he now entertains 
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resspecting an establishment at Sierra Leone. 
They have not yet heard from him, but trust that 
ere long his valuable services may be made greatly 
available to the improvement of that colony. 

The Meeting will recollect, that some time ago 
ah indictment for perjury was found against George 
Woodbine, alias Jorge Madreselva^, at the instance 
of the Institution, on account of depositions con* 
nected with the Slave Trade. 

He failed to appear to that Indictment, and he 
has therefore been proceeded against to outlawry, 
which is now complete ; and the Directors have 
thought it expedient to offer a reward of one hun«» 
dred guineas for his apprehension. Handbills 
also to this effect have been largely distributed at 
all the principal sea-ports, and such other plac^ 
as seemed best adapted to the object. 

The Directors have deeply to lament the recent 
death of Mr. Henry Thornton, their respected 
Treasurer, who held that office from the formation 
of this Institution. A deputation of tlie Director^ 
was appointed to attend his funeral, as a tribute of 
respect to his memory, a testimony of the deejp 
sense entertained of his irreparable loss, and a 
gratification to the private feelings of his^ fellow*

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Statement of a Case of Slave Trading lately flte- 
tected at the Isles of France and Bourbon. 

About the latter eod of October, 1814, a schooner, naned 
the Aglae, was captured off Port Louis^ in the Isle of 
France, by the Magnet goyemment schooner. Captain 
Vine, after a chase of several hours. In the hold of the 
Aglae were discovered more than 150'Negroes, whom it was 
intended to land in that colony during the night. From 
the testimony of an eye-witness it appears, that on board 
this vessel, of the registered burthen of only 40 tons, with 
a hold, by actual measurement, not three feet high, were 
stowed seventy men chained together in pairs, twenty-two 
young women, and about sixty children, all in a state of 
perfect nakedness. The only care seemed to have been to 
pack them as close as possible; and tarpaulin was placed 
over tarpaulin, in order to give the vessel the appearance 
of being laden with a well-stowed cargo of cotton and 
rice. This vessel was registered as the property of one 
John Salmon, who held several appointments in the Isle of 
France; but he absconded soon after the seizure of the 
vessel, and a considerable reward has been offered in vain 
for his apprehension. It appears that this vessel came last 
from the Seychelles, a cluster of small islands in the African 
seas ; and, during the nine months preceding her capture, 
had made many slave-trading expeditions. When captured, 
there were but three bags of rice remaining on board : so 
that if the voyage had been retarded by stress of weather, 
or by the calms which frequently prevail in those latitudes, 
the consequences must have been dreadful. 
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Specimen of the Mode of procuring Slaves for 
the Supply of the Isles of France and Bourbon, 

The following is the case of a Madagascaf girl, named 
Frances, rescued from slavery in the Isle of France, and 
recently brought to this country by Mrs. Power, the wife of 
the gentleman mentioned in the body of the Report. 

It appears from the testimony of this girl, that she was bom 
in the island of Madagascar, of free parents; that she lost 
her father when quite an infant, and that her mother gained 
a livelihood by manufacturing the blue petticoats and shirts 
usually worn by the natives of Madagascar. When aboat 
nine years of age, she was at play in the fields with three 
other children. They were all suddenly seized by the 
Black servants of a Frenchman resident in Tamatave, the 
chief town of Madagascar. After having been confined 
separately for a considerable time, they were put on board 
a vessel with several others- She says they were three 
months at sea, waiting for a favourable opportunity to land 
the cargo of Slaves without being discovered. In the mean 
time, the vessel was observed by a British sloop of war« 
and, being chased, captured, and carried into Port Louis, 
and there condemned, the Slaves were removed to the 
Custom-house, where she was clothed. She was thence 
taken into the service of Mr. Power's family.

Proceedings under the Slave Trade Felony Act

ADMIRALTY COMMISSION OF OYER AND TERMINER, 

Monday, May 17, 1813. 

His Excellency the Goveraor, as Chief Commissioner, 
Addressed the Grand Jury in the following terms: — 
Gentlemen of the Grand Jary, 

In a situation so novel to the habits of my life, and pro- 
ductive of so much anxiety, as that of being placed at the 
head of a commission of criminal judicature^ it is a great 
satisfaction to me, as I am sure it must be to the other 
judges associated with me, that the court is to be assisted in 
its functions by so respectable a body of gentlemen assem- 
bled as a Grand Jury, according to the laws of England; by 
which laws, his Majesty's gracious care, and the wisdom 
of the British Legislature, have provided that cases of the 
kind now to cotpe before you should be tried. 

The nature of the offence charged against certain per- 
sons in custody, is, no doubt, by public report, in some 
measure known to you ; namely, that they are accused of 
having been concerned in an attempt to carry away, from 
this his Majesty's colony, a number of fVee-born Cingalese 
children, with the design of sending them as slaves into 
Arabia. 

In this general description of the matter which we are 
met to consider, it is far from my intention to trespass on 
the province of my learned colleague, the Honourable the 
Chief Justice, who, with the wonted powers of his mind 
and eminent talents, will expound the law, and explain the 
provisions of the Legislature, as applying to the facts to be 
brought before you. — Neither is it by any means in my 
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tiew to exite in your minds sentiments of indignation, 
which, however natural with regard to the offence com- 
mitted, would, at this stage of the proceedings, be alto- 
gether premature as applied to the persons accused. 

But I conceive it not only allowable in me, but expressly 
my duty, to call the attention of you. Gentlemen of the 
Grand Jury, to the great importance of the occasion on 
which you are now assembled ; that of carrying into effect, 
for the first time in India, those institutions of public and 
universal humanity, by which the empire of Great Britaia 
has had the honour of setting a glorious example to the 
world, in the abolition of the horrible traffic formerly carried 
on in slaves. 

The artifices and frauds of interested men, having, it 
seems, in many instances, foijind means to elude the provi* 
sions.of the first statute for the abolition of slavery, one 
more general and more penal has been recently enacted ; 
upon which, I understand, his Majesty's Advocate Fiscal 
proceeds in the prosecution of the prisoners. I shall not 
anticipate, by entering into any detail of circumstances, 
what will come with more propriety and greater efficacy 
from that able law officer; but content myself with t^e 
assurance, that, whatever may be the issue pf the present 
trial, our proceedings will have the effect of proclaiming to 
the public, not only in these settlements, but thr.oughout 
India, that protection which the BrUisb law fiffords fpr 
the preservation of liberty, and those penalties which it 
enforces against all who attempt to reduce the human 
species to the degrading condition of slavery. 

The Chief Justice then delivered a Charge. 

Gentlemen of the Grand Jury, 

As this is the first time that we have acted under the 
Commission which has just been read, and as his Excellency 
has done me the honour to refer you to me, in my official 
capacity, for such information as may be requisite. on the 
occasion, I shall take the liberty to explain to you. 

First, The origin of the Act of Parliament which has

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made a feloiiy of tbe offence with which the prisoners. are 
charged : 

Secondly, Tlie nature of the court before which, ac- 
cording to the provisions of that Act, the prisoners are' to 
be tried :

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Having, in the first place, gentlemen, explained to you 
the origin of the Act which makes a felony of the oflfence 
Hf^ith tvhich the prisoners are charged^ I shall, in the second 
place, proceed to explain to you the nature of the Court in 
this colony, before which, according to the provisions of 
that Act, the jprisoners are to be tried. 

From the earliest period of the British history to the 28tb 
year of the reign of Henry VHI., all offences committed 
on the high seas were tried in England, either before the 
Lord High Admiral or his Deputy, according to the rules 
of the Civil Law, without either a Grand or a Petit Jury.

In pursuance of this Act, his Majesty, in September 
1810, issued the Commission by which we are now assem- 
bled, revoking the Commission issued in February 1799, 
9nd directing us to try all offences committed upon the 
seas according to the provisions of the 28th of Henry 
Tni. As the Act under which the prisoners are now to 
be tried directs that they shall be tried before the same 
tribunal before which offences committed upon the seas 
are tried, it follows that they must be tried before this 
tribunal, it being the tribunal in this colony before which 
all offences committed upon the seas are tried. 

Having, gentlemen, in the first place, explained to you 
the origin of the Act whiiih made a felony of the offence 
with which the prisoners are charged ; and, in the second 
place, the nature of the tribunal before which, according 
to the provisions of the Act, they must be tried ; I shall, 
in the last place, proceed to explain to you the duties 
which you will have to perform as members of the Grand 
Jury.

3^he British law, with a view to the anxiety, which every 
person of. respectable characjter must inevitably suffer, even 
from being put upon his trial for an ofPencey althuugh he 
should be ultimately acquitted of th^t o^/ence, does . not 
allow a person indicted for an offence to be put upon his 
trial, unless twelve at ^he least of his feliow-siil>jects have, 
after a. mature consideration of the evideqqe for, the prose- 
cution,, first of all unanimously decided that there is suffi- 
cient cause for putting him on his trial.

table world, and, by the blessing which attended the arms of 
Great Britain, was enabled to render that protection effec- 
tual. By that law, too, he felt himself relieved from a re- 
sponsibility which for the last three years he had grievously 
felt in his office of Advocate Fiscal ; that of acting in his own 
person as the sole Grand Juror of the island. The gentle- 
men whom he addressed had seen that a selection of twenty 
of the most respectable characters in the settlement had been 
sworn, to inquire what grounds there were for putting any 
of the prisoners upon trial ; for the English law did not 
permit the King to put any man upon his trial for felony, or 
a charge affecting his life, until twelve fellow-subjects had 
eKaikyined the accusation and the proofs, and agreed upon 
oath that there was just ground for bringing him to trial. 
In the present instance, then, the prisoner was brought to 
answer, not.upon the weak and fallible judgment of a single 
person, but after a solemn consideration by twenty gentle- 
uien upon oath, twelve of whom at least must have agreed 
that there was good ground for bringing him to trial : but 
even their opinion did nothing more than put him to the bar ; 
it was for the jury now sworn to consider whether, after a 
due consideration of the proofs and the defence, the pri- 
soner was guilty or innocent. 

Fettered and embarrassed and clogged, as the jury must 
observe him to be, by the necessity of halting at every sen- 
tence to await the double interpretation * which circum- 
stances rendered necessary,, the Advocate Fiscal said, that 
he should not discharge his task so as to satisfy his own 
feelings of duty, were he not to go somewhat into the history 
of the particular law under which the prisoner stood 
charged. 

It was a law made to abolish the Slave Trade. And here 
he wonld entreat the jury to recollect, that the general

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question of sTavenr was not ajfTected by the discussion. By 
a too liberal, or perhaps a too rigorous, construction of the 
capitulation of Ceylon, the system of slavery had been per- 
mitted to survive that event : it was recognised by the prac- 
tice of the island, and had not yet been declared unlawful ; 
but it was in no wise concerned in the present investigation, 
nor was it necessary for him to make any observations con- 
cerning it. One, however, was too gratifying for him to omit : 
it was, that the official returns proved the system to be fast 
dying a natural death. The impossibility of any increase by 
imports, the pretty general practice of emancipation, and 
the unvarying tendency of slavery to dwindle in population 
had all tended to the effect which he rejoiced thus to record. 

The present case, and the law to which he would call 
their attention, arose from the Slave Trade — the trade of 
stealing and selling human creatures. That trade, after 
long discussion had established an universal conviction of 
its atrocity, was, now seven years ago, by the Parliament of 
Great Britain declared to be unlawful, and that declaration 
was enforced by penalties enacted against those who should 
practise it : for, unhappily, however strong was the sense of 
its injustice, had not those penalties been denounced, it had 
still continued to prosper — the event proved what he now 
stated. The Legislature having in the first instance only 
contemplated the African Slave Trade^ had directed the law 
against that particular traffic. Commercial avarice soon dis- 
covered the omission, and the sea was crowded with slave 
ships, carrying into bondage the wretched inhabitants of tlie 
Asiatic islands. To meet tliis infamous traffic tn all its 
channels, to hunt it down wherever it could possibly take 
refuge, was the object of the law upon which the jury was 
now called to act. That law was as universal in its opera- 
tion as the unbounded benevolence by which it was dictated ; 
and, happily, the universal power of the British arms enabled 
them to enforce the purposes of the British legislature. 

The law was not limited in its operation to any descrip- 
tion of persons. It declared that ** any person who should. 
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io any pla€e within the dominion of his Majesty, c^rry away 
or remove, ship or embark, or receive or detain on board 
any vessel, any person, for the purpose of that person being 
sold, ased, and dealt with as a slave, should be a felon, and 
liable to transportation for a term not exceeding fourteen 
years, or kept at hard labour for a term not exceeding five 
or less than three years." 

By this statement it appeared that it mattered not whether 
the person committing the offence were or were not a subject 
of his Majesty : it was only necessary that the offence should 
be committed where the British flag was waved, to be liable 
to punishment : nor did it matter of what description the 
person might be on whom the offence was committed ; it was 
only necessary that it should be a human being. 

This law, thus powerful in its operation, created no new 
offence ; the practice had tor ages been considered a crime 
in every part of Asia. In this island, particularly under the 
Dutch and Portuguese governments, it had for nearly three 
centuries been punishable with death ; and the records of 
the island furnished at least two examples of that punish- 
ment having been inflicted. 

In Bengal the practice had been punished in a remarkable 
instance not many years ago : he was sorry that he could 
not particularly refer the jury to the case, but he mention- 
ed it to shew the feelings of perhaps the best man who 
ever sat upon a bench of justice (the accomplished Sir Wil- 
liam Jones) upon the subject of this abominable traffic. — 
A person had been convicted before him of a crime similar 
to that with which the prisoner stood charged. From some 
cause or other, which does not appear, the punishment in- 
flicted (he believed imprisonment) was thought too severe, 
and Sir William was urged to mitigate the sentence : his 
brother judges were even prevailed upon to solicit him to 
alleviate the misery of the prisoner. His reply, recorded 
in his own letter to Mr. Justice Hyde, is a proof of the hor- 
ror which this crime must have excited even in the mild and 
benevolent mind of Sir William Jones : — <' I confess I can 
feel no compassion for him : my compassion is for the 
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emhved ehildrett and tbeir pareiits.'' — What lAmt be-fh^ 
practice ^hich deserved such a reprobation from mck ft 
man ! 

That tfae prisoner skould be tried by a British Act of 
Parliament, was^ in the present instance, a high advantage 
instead of an hardship: that Act did in effect inflict ft 
lesser punishment than his crime would have incnrred 
onder the Dutch law. And as it bad directed the trial of 
those offences to be before the present €ommi»sioD^ and 
according to the course of the law of England, the prisoner 
had the additional advantage of his case being examined 
in open court, and decided upon by the concurrence of 
two juries. 

With respect to the ficts of this case, it would appear 
that in the month of January last an Arab vessel, called the 
Johan Banny, came into the barbonr of Galle. She had been 
at Malacca, and afterwards at Bengal, and was bound to 
Hocha in Arabia, the great slave-market of the Turkish 
empire. 

At that time a dreadful scarcity, which neither the 
^tmost activity of Government nor the most zealous bounty 
of individuals could do more than partially alleviate, had 
for some time prevailed in the southern districts of this 
island. It was precisely the market for a slaving voyage ; 
•—it was an harvest of misery, at which he could conceive 
a thorough-bred slave captain to exult ;— it afforded ahun* 
dant objects for seduction. 

The pressure of distress necessarily fell most heavily upon 
the weakest, and many poor children were ready to follow 
the temptation of a little food. A poor man, named Badgam- 
megey Simon, residing near the town of Oalle, had occasion 
to send his son Louis, a boy of about nine years of age^ to 
the bazar. The prisoner at the bar was a Moorman of 
Galle, and his residence lay between the house of Simon 
and the bazar. He watched the ehild as he passed : he 
gave him some cakes and sugar, to induce him to go into his 
house: when there, he locked him up; and before day-light 
the next morning put him into a dhony, telling him he was 
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takiag him to a ship wkere wat abindtnGe of rke and 
Mgar, and that he would briog him back in the evening. 
On getting on board, he delivered Louis to a person who 
would be the subject of the neit trial, and from that person 
received, as his price, ten rix-doUars. On the prisoner 
returning, Louis entreated to be taken back, but in vain t 
he was ordered to go below deck. He was clad as a MussuU 
man, and prevented as much as possible from shewing him- 
self to any stranger who came to or near the ship. 

His unhappy father was in the mean time traversing the 
country in search of his child. He went to Cok>mbo, and 
sent messengers to Matura, but in vain; and for nearly 
three weeks he had no tidings of him. 

At length a fisherman^ who was acquainted mith Simon, 
having passed near the Johan Banny, observed the boy in 
his Mussulman dress. He asked him if he was not the son 
of Simon, The child said he was, and entreated that his 
father might be informed that he was detained there. On 
receiving this information, Simon applied to the Collector, 
who sent his peons on board to fetch away the boy. After 
some difficulty, he was delivered to the peons ; and being 
brought to the Collector, disclosed the important and un« 
suspected fact that several other children were in the same 
situation. The Collector (Mr. Hooper) went himself on 
board, and, after a strict search, discovered not less than 
ifteen other Cingalese children— many of them concealed 
under decks amongst fire-wood and cables—and all, ex- 
cepting two, clad in the Mussulman dress. 

Having brought these children on shore, and laid an ^ 
embargo on the ship, the Collector reported the circum* '** 
stances to Government, by whom this investigation has 
been in consequence directed. 

Now, taking together the deception, the concealment, 
and the sale of the child, it seemed impossible to conclude 
otherwise than that the prisoner, in the words of the Act 
of Parliament, " carried him away, and embarked him on 
board ship, for the purpose of his being sold, transferred, 
v^fi^U Of dealt with as a slave." 
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But what was the defence ? The Jury had probably heard 
it, for it had been actively promulgated; The fact of the 
children having been found on board a ship within twenty- 
four hours of her intended departure, could not be denied ; 
their being disguised as Mussulmans could not be contra- 
dicted : but we were told that they were taken on board 
from pure compassion, to save them from starving; and that 
it was intended most religiously to send them on shore be- 
fore the ship went to sea. 

This defence, under the circumstances he had just stated, 
he would not call impudent, but he would call it absurd 
and ridiculous: it was exacting too much from human 
credulity : the Jury were by it required to believe, that 
the ship, proceeding to a slave-market, having on board 
persons belonging to countries in which the Slave Trade 
was infamously prevalent, came accidentally into Point de 
Galle at a moment the most fitting for such a traffic, but 
that, declining all at once any further concern in their 
trade, these excellent Arabs, these kind Malabars, and 
benevolent Malays, not only extended their bounty to the 
starving children of Galle, but that this good example so 
wrought upon the pious Portuguese and disinterested 
Moormen of Galle, that, even at hazard to themselves, they 
set themselves to inveigle and catch proper objects for the 
exercise of this extraordinary benevolence. 

But this defence, though ridiculous, was not new ; it 
was the old excuse made for the African Slave Trade — 
the whole originated in benevolence. The multitudes of 
poor Africans made prisoners in war, or condemned to pu- 
nishment for alleged crimes, excited the wakeful pity of the 
West-India planter, and, through him, the sympathy of the 
Liverpool merchant ; and accordingly from that port, which 
owes its disgraceful prosperity to this traffic, fleets were 
annually fitted out at vast expenses to relieve these un- 
happy persons from thraldom. Nay, farther, it appeared 
from the volumes of evidence on this subject, which the 
patient humanity of Parliament had extracted and record- 
ed, that at first the slave merchants gave in proof of the 
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happiness of the Africans who were thus carried away, 
that, after they had got on board ship, they were so gra- 
tified that they were accustomed to dance with delight! 
What was the explanation of this shameless statement, 
when sifted by a cross-examination 1 Simply this, that tht 
dance was a hornpipe in fetters, to the music of a slave 
captain's whip. 

He thought he had thus fairly shewn the defence relyed 
upon to be equally impudent and absurd. 

He besought the Jury to consider the consequence of 
blinding themselves to the truth, and giving creden*ce to 
such pretexts as had been set up to cover this horrible 
traffic. To do so, would be to render vain the efforts of tht 
Legislature to sweep it from the face of the waters : to do 
so, would be to call the baffled slave merchants from 
every other quarter to the coast of Ceylon: and should 
the verdict be what he trusted it could not, they might 
expect to have slave ships fitted forthwith with Liverpool 
capitals, commanded by Arabs and Malays, crowding into 
our ports with their cargoes of benevolence, and in the 
name of perfect charity carrying off our children of every 
cast and colour into hopeless slavery. 

The first witness called was Badgamege Simon.-^l live 
at Kalleh6, near Galle: I have a son named Louis: I sent 
my son once to the bazar, and he never returned — this 
was about a month and a half ago. I remained searching 
for him for twenty- two days, and at last found him in the 
ship. The arrachy of the cutcherty went with me. 

I sent my son to the bazar to buy tobacco, salt, and fish 
with one fanam and a half. I searched every where in 
Galle for him. 

I afterwards eame myself to Colombo to search for him, 
and sent people to Matura for the same purpose. 

Twenty-three days after I had missed him I heard some- 
thing of him from a Moorman. I then informed the Col- 
lector of what I heard. The Collector sent an Arrachie 
and two Lascoreens with me to the ship. 
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I found my child in the ship, in the after part of it — he 
was on deck. The child had on trowsers, and a Mahome* 
tan cap made of a thick sort of cloth. 

The child was not a Mahometan — ^The child was a Cinh 
galese hoy. 

When found, I brought the child to the cutcherry» and 
delivered him to the Collector. 

I merely understood that the child was found in the ne- 
cessary — he was found by the peons, not by me. 

Second witness : Omoor Lebbe Pakier Tamhy. — I know 
the last witness and his child Louis. I saw that child in 
the ship at Galle when I went on board of the ship. 

I went to trade with one of the ships of war then lying 
at Galle. I saw the child in a ship then in the harbour, 
in a Mussulman's dress. 

I had no conversation with him. In consequence of 
what the child told me, I sent to his father, the last vdt- 
ness. He and I went to the ship again : I then saw the 
child in the necessary of the ship. 

The prisoner was then on board of the ship. The pri- 
soner was brought in custody on shore, in consequence of 
the child having accused the prisoner of being the person 
who had brought him on board. 

The child, at that time, in the presence of the prisoner, 
and to his face, said, that the prisoner had received ten 
rupees for his, the child's, person. 

The prisoner did not make any observation on what the 
boy said : all the observation the prisoner made was, that 
he would say all he had to say to the Collector. 

Three sides of the quarter-gallery were surrounded with 
boards. 

The place I mean was close on the bow of the ship, on 
the upper deck. If a man was sitting in the place you could 
uot see him, but if he was standing you could. 

The father of the boy, before we found the boy in the 
necessary, had called out the boy's name, but theb^y did 
uot answer. 
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Upon the fiitber of the boy calling out the boy's name, 
another boy, who was near us, asked us who we wanted, and 
whether it was the boy that had been sold for ten rix-dollars. 
We said yes : upon which he took us to the necessary, and 
shewed us the boy we wanted there. The prisoner was 
then near the necessary. The prisoner said nothing on the 
occasion, although he was within hearing of what passed* 

Don Abraham, arrachy. — I am the arrachy of the Col- 
lector of Galle. 

I remember the Arab ship Johan Banny at Galle: I went 
on board of it. 

I and two other peons of the cutcherry were desired by 
the Collector to accompany Badgammege Simon and a 
Moorman to the Johan Banny, which we did ; and to bring 
a boy, which wonld foe pointed out to us by those two 
persons. According to the instructions, I went on board of 
the ship. I understood the captain to be absent. The 
Moorman was the first person of our company who saw the 
child. 

I did not see the child when I first went on board of the 
ship. I saw the prisoner on board. When I asked the 
child who brought him on board, he pointed out the pri- 
soner as the person. 

The prisoner did not say any thing, nor did I ask him any 
thing ; I merely desired him to accompany me. 

Nobody said any thing on that occasion in my presence 
^bout money. To fhe best of my recollection, I heard 
nothing said whiU'I was on board. 

I cannot say what might have passed about money be- 
tween the last withers, the Moorman, and the boy, while I 
was engaged m conversing with the man called Malim Saib ; 
but I am quite certain that, with the exception of what 
might have passed between the Moorman and the boy 
during that period, nothing could have passed between 
them but what I must have heard. 

Baigm/imege Louis. — My father's name is Badgammege 

P 
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Simon: he is here to-day. I was sent by him to the bazatl I 
was prevented from going back to his house. 

The prisoner at the bar forcibly carried me to his house, 
and detained me there that night. 

I mean by forcibly, that the prisoner deceived me and 
persuaded me to go to his house. 

The prisoner told me, that if I would accompany him to 
his house he would give me a great quantity of biscuits* 
rice, and jaggery. 

I had known the prisoner before : he used to frequent 
our house morning and evening every day. 

I went to his house: I remained there that night; and next 
morning, a little before gun-fire, I was carried on board of 
that ship by the prisoner at the bar. He was alone when be 
brought me in a boat oq board of that ship. 

Towards morning, some time before gun-fire, the prisoner 
brought to me some young cocoa-nuts and jaggery, and said» 
that, if I would go with him on board of the slap, I should 
there get a great quantity of biscuits and rice. 

As soon as I got on board the ship the owner of the dbip 
put me in the bottom of the ship, and would not allow me 
to come up and ask the prisoner to carry roe on shore again* 

I did not again^see the prisoner during my stay on board: 
I was not allowed to come up. 

The day before the Collector's arrachy and peons came 
on board I saw the owner of the ship, Moyedeen, give the 
prisoner ten rix-doUars. 

While the prisoner was present, and within hearing, I 
asked Moyedeen why he gave the prisoner those ten ruL< 
dollars. 

, The prisoner then said, that he had received those ten 
rii-doUars for the purpose of bringing hoppers, jaggery, 
rice, cocoa-nuts, and biscuits for my usfc. The prisoner 
went away but never returned. 

The next day I saw a Moorman, Omoor Lebbe, passing 
by the ship in a canoe, who, on seeing me, asked if I was 
not the son of Badgammege Simon. I said, yes. The prisoner 
wiu then on board: he must have seep Omoor Lebbe: upon 
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parting fnm me he said, live well, in a low tone of voice. 
Next day the two peons and the arrachy of the Collector 
came on board, and carried me on shore along with my 
father. 

I understood from the Moorman who passed in the 
canoe that be knew my father very well, but not me. I did 
not then know the Moorman. There were three other per- 
sons in the boat with the Moorman. 

The prisoner and the owner of the ship conversed in 
Tamul. I do not understand much Tamul. 

I was always, while on board, confined on the Iqwer 
deck : 1 was not permitted to come up. I und^stood I had 
been purchased by a Lascar belonging to the ship. When- 
ever that Lascar was on shore I was at liberty to walk 
about the ship; but I always took qare to return again to 
my place of confinement before he came on board. 

1 understood I was sold there as a slave, and that the 
prisoner had got money for me and carried it on shore. He 
never returned to the ship after he had got the money. 

I understood that I was to be carried to the country to 
which the ship was going, which was inhabited by giants 
and cannibals. 

There were other Cingalese children on board, who I un- 
derstood were also to be slaves. 

I did not see any money paid for any of those boys. 

They were allowed to come up and go ashore if they 
liked: I was the only person who was not permitted to go 
on shore. I concluded they did not permit me to go on 
shore as I was acquainted with people who were on shore. 
■ About fifteen days after the prisoner had carried me on 
board of the ship he returned to the ship, and received 
the money which I have mentioned. I never saw the 
prisoner again on board after he went away after receiving 
the money. 

The arrachy and peons found me in the necessary. I 
was not put there by any body, I went there by accident. 
I came out of the necessary in consequence of hearing my 
name called. I undressed myself before I went into the 
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necessary, b^caose my master had ordered me to take them 
off whenever I went into the necessary. 

I wore a particular dress : I fancied by putting it on that 
I was to change my religion : I do not know what religiom 
I was to assume. The people on board told me that we 
bad become their slaves, and that we must pr<rfess the 
religion which their slaves professed. 

A Cingalese Lascar on board told us we were to be slaTeSi 
and no longer to be Cingalese. 

In my presence the prisoner at the bar left instructions 
with that Lascar, Moyedeen, not to let me come out. The 
prisoner did not say much to Moyedeen in my presence. 
I heard the prisoner say to Moyedeen, that if he allowed me 
to come out, I should mention this, because I knew several 
persons who were in the habit of coming on board of the 
ship. The prisoner spoke to Moyedeen in that language in 
which Moyedeen speaks. I do not know much of that Ian* 
guage ; but I understood that much. The words made nm 
of by the prisoner to Moyedeen, as fkr as I could under« 
atand them, were Hamien Jag^ Ranera Jaga. It was in 
Maurs the prisoner spoke to Moyedeen. I understood by 
Hamien Jaga, that he desired Moyedeen not to give much 
rice. All I mean to say is, that I concluded, from the 
little I could make out on the occasion, that the prisoner 
told Moyedeen that he must not let me go up, for fear of 
my going on shore. After what passed between Moyedeen 
and the prisoner, the prisoner immediately went on shore. 
When I saw the prisoner going on shore, I asked him to 
take me with him. He said he would take me again on 
shore before the ship sailed. I asked him, why he left me 
en board at all. His reply was, as you have plenty to eat, 
you may stay there. It was on the &ame day on which the 
prisoner came oki board and received the ten rix-dollars, 
that I saw Omoor Lebbe go by the ship in a canoe, as I 
have already described. The prisoner weiit on shore the 
same day again : I then asked him to take me back again 
with him to the shore. The prisoner on fhat day called me 
several time? to go on shore with bin'; birt the I^escfiir whet 
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iiKd purchased me, would not allow ne to go. The prn 
fioner pereeived that the Lascar reiiised to allow me to go. 
The prisoner further offered to give back the ten rix-dollars 
which he had received ; but Moyedeen refused to accept 
them : thereupon the prisoner used the same words as he 
bad done on the former occasion, which I understood to 
mean^ that Moyedeen should not let me go up till the sh^ 
bad sailed. 

When the prisoner found that he coukl not persuade my 
master, Moyedeen, to give me up ; it was then that he told 
Moyedeen that he must keep me concealed till the ship had 
sailed. This conversation between Moyedeen and the pri« 
Boner took place after Omoor Lebbe had passed the ship 
in the canoe. 

The prisoner was not on board of the ship at the time 
Omoor Lebbe passed the ship in the canoe. 

I did not state to the Court before, that the prisoner was 
in the ship when Omoor Lebbe passed the ship in the canoe. 
Omoor Lebbe whispered, as I said he had done, to me, lest, 
I conclude, the people in the ship should hear what he said 
to me. It was about noon that the prisoner came on board. 

On that day, I mean the day on which the prisoner re- 
ceived the money when he came on board, I was sitting on 
a chest, on the lower deck. The prisoner came up to me, 
but he did not speak a word to me, but in my presence 
received from the Lascar fen rix-dollars to buy things. 
yfhen the prisoner received the ten rix-dollars, I asked him 
if that ten rix-dollars was the money which he received for 
gelling me. The prisoner said, no ; that he had received 
that money for buying things. I thereupon asked a Cin- 
galese Lascar why the prisoner had received the ten rix- 
doHarff. He said it was not for my things — it was for selling 
me. It was before the prisoner had received the money, 
fhat I asked him to take me on shore with him. The pri« 
soner said, I cannot take you on shore now ; I shall take 
you on shore before the ship sails. I repeated this request 
on that day for several times ; but received the same an^ 
fwer. This W9a after the payment of tbe ten rix^doUars. 
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I was in the Mahometan dress at the time the prisoner came 
OB board and paid the ten rix-dollars. I asked the prisoner 
why I was in the Mahometan dress : he said, because I 
was to serve in the ship, and also to go in it. The prisons 
received the ten rix-doUars two days before the cutcheriy 
arrachy and peons came on board. The parents of the 
prisoner, and his brothers and sbters, were in his house on 
the night on which I was detained previous to his bringing 
me on board. It was not on the day on which the prisc^er 
received the ten rix-dollars from Moyedeen, that he, the pri- 
soner, wanted to give those ten rix-doUars back again, but it 
was the next day : it was on the next to that on which the 
prisoner had received the ten rix-dollars, that he wanted to 
take me back on shore. The prisoner had been on shore 
between the time of his receiving the ten rix-doUars and 
the time of his offering them back to Moyedeen. 

The time when I saw Omoor Lebbe pass the ship in 
the canoe was between the time at which he had received 
the ten rix-doUars and that at which he had offered to 
give them back. The ship's company taught me, and the 
other Cingalese boys who were on board, some Moorish 
words. 

Badgammege Simon is called up by the Advocate Fi.scal, 
to ascertain whether he was intimately acquainted with 
tlie prisoner : he says,' I am acquainted with the prisoner ; 
I was acquainted with him before my child was lost. The 
prisoner lives one English mile from my house. I made 
general inquiry about my child. I searched for him se- 
cretly. I think mos^t of my neighbours did not know 
of my having lost my child. The prisoner was ' in the 
habit of coming to my house. The prisoner, after the 
child was lost, did not come to my house. 1 did not see 
or meet the prisoner at all after my child was lost. The 
prisoner used to accompany another Moorman to my 
house, to buy Jack fruit, and other things of that sort, as 
there was a great scarcity of food. I suspected some per- 
son bad stolen and sold my child, and I therefore made 
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secret inqaines to find out who the person was. If I had 
inquired publicly, I should never have found my child. 
My reason for not publicly inquiring for my child was, not 
to put the person who had stolen my child on his guard. 
I did not inquire of the prisoner or any of his family about 
my child, as I had no suspicion of them* A poor child 
who has nothing to eat wiil follow any body who will give 
him food, and some persons will take him to make a ser- 
vant; and this was my reason for making secret inqui- 
ries. 
Here the case was closed on the part of the prosecution. 

The prisoner says he has no witnesses. Being called upon 
for his defence, he states, I am a man who trade in the 
ships. I came once to the bazar to get things to carry on 
that trade. When I was going from the bazar I saw Bad- 
gammege Louis, the boy who has been examined, with no- 
thing but a rag on: the boy requested me to take him 
under my protection, and to feed him. Accordingly I 
took him to my house. He informed me that he and his 
mother had been beaten by his father, and turned out of 
his father's house ; — that he, the boy, then went to Barbe- 
reen, where he staid a month, and the person in whose house 
he lived turned him out; — that he, the boy, was coming from 
Barbereen, when I met him in the bazar in the mean time. 
He requested me to place him in some person's house where 
he could get food : in that time the scarcity was so great, 
that ten or twelve persons died in a day. The day after 
I had taken the boy into my house, about noon, I was car- 
rying things to the Arab ship, and I then took the boy 
with me to that ship. After I had sold my things in that 
ship, I called the boy to go away with me. At that time 
there were about ten or twenty other Cingalese boys, who 
had been carried by the Lascars, and the other crew of 
the ship, on board, when they, the crew, had come on shore 
for provisions: this boy, seeing the other boys in the^ 
ship, refused to come on shore with me. On that, Moye- 
who makes his prayers five timet a day, requested 
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aie to allow the boy to remain there, to provide biin witb 
water and other things. I accordingly allowed him to le* 
main there, and I came on shore. — ^That is all I have te 
wy. 

The Jury, after being out about a quarter of an hour, 
found the prisoner Guilty. 
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Proceedings under the Slave Trade Felony Act 

in the Island of Java. 

On Saturday the 2d of October, 1813> the following in* 
terestipg trial came on, — the very first of the kind which 
bas occurred on this island upon the last Slave Act made 
in England, and subsequently introduced here by procla- 
^nation. 

Edward Studd, late third mate of the country ship 
Tl^oabridge ; Innes Fernando, gunner ; and Augustino Da 
Costa, lately serving on board the same ship, were put to 

the bar* 

The Jury, composed of English and Dutch gentlemen, 
baving been sworn, the act of accusation was read, charg- 
ing,. 'Vthat the prisoner, Edward Studd, lately ^c^ing a^ 
third mate of the ship Troubridge, did, on the 234 day of 
August last, at Samarang, on the island of Jav^, a place 
under the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court ^t, Batavia, 
order and require Innes Fernando, the gunner of that 
ship, to remove, carry away, and convey from on board 
her, to the town of Samarjang, a certain female p^rsoq, 
9«tive of the i^taind of Borneo^ named Mijl9» t^ inMi l^i: 
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ts a slave for whatever sum he could gt\, and to bring 
the money arising horn such sale to him, Edward Stodd* 
The act of accusation further charged, that the prisoner 
Studd did embark, or cause to be embarked, on board a 
boat belonging to the Troubridge, the person above named^ 
for the purpose of being convejfed on shore at Samarang^ 
and of being there sold in the manner above stated. That 
the prboner Innes Fernando did accordingly, together 
with the other prisoner Augustino Da Costa (who was said 
to have known well the circumstances), proceed with the 
girl in question, and then and there did actually offer her 
for sale as a slave. Which acts of Studd, as well as ^of 
Fernando and Da Costa (who were charged to have been 
aiding and assbting on the occasion), being contrary to the 
provisions of a certain Act of the British Parliament, mad/e 
in England in the fifry-first year of the present reign, and 
subsequently introduced into and ordered to be enforced m 
this island by proclamation of the 5th February, 1013 (and 
npw accordingly actually in force therein), the Advocate 
Fiscal concluded and charged, that the prisoners were 
guilty of Felony, and a crime against the existing laws and 
peace of this country,'' &c. 

The prisoners by their pleas severally admitted the faety 
stated in the Act of Accusation, but nevertlieless denied 
the criminal guilt thereof. In which state of the process^ 
in conformity with the thirty-second article of the Regula- 
tions for the manner of proceeding in Criminal Cases, this 
plea of the prisoners, as involving a point of law^ wy 
brouglit to issne between them and Ibe Aclj.unct Advocate 
Fiscal^ as public prosecutor ; but the Cqj^t, after J^earii^ 
the arguments adduced on the occasion, haying over-ruled 
the same, the trial was ordered to be prj[)ceeded on in th^ 
•aiae mapner, ^ if the prisoners had put ^heoiseLv^f i^ 
iMf defence by a general denial* and pleaded Npt Qui^^p 
il» jpprspajp^e of the thirty-third article of ithpse fij^ifj;^ 

Tbs A4junct Advocate Fiscal, Mr. Young, then opeyic^ 
the case, and ad4remd,the Jury, by observing, that he rppe

in compliance with fais duty as public .prosecutor, faoweyer 
unpleasant the task might be to his feelings in the present 
instance, to submit to them a few observations upon the 
case of the unfortunate individuals who stood at the bar 
upon their trials. Much as it was to be lamented that such 
a discussion should take place, or that such a case should 
have occurred, being the first of the kind brought to public 
notice; it was yet absolutely necessary that due effect 
should be given to the established laws, in which the 
public were so deeply interested, and a relaxatiou of which 
could not but be attended with dangerous consequences. 
The charge against the prisoners is founded upon an Act of 
the British Paliament passed in the 51st year of the present 
reigUj making it felony in all subjects of Great Britain, or of 
the colonies and territories in Asia, Africa, or America, under 
the government of either his Msycsty or the East India 
Company, carrying away or removing from, or impoiting 
or bringing into, any place whatsoever, any person as a 
slave, or for the purpose of being sold, transferred, used, 
or dealt with as such ; or even embarking on board of any 
vessel or boat any such person, for any of those purposes ; 
as well as various other acts enumerated in that statute, 
9uch as navigating, fitting out, and employing vessels on 
voyages having for tbeir object the traffic in slaves; — a 
traffic justly condemned by the British Legislature as re* 
pugnant to the principles of justice and humanity. And 
the punishment annexed to such offences, as well with re- 
ference to the parties immediately concerned as principals, 
as their aiders and assistants, was transportation for a period 
not exceeding fourteen years, or imprisonment and hard 
labour for a period not exceeding five nor less than three 
^ears, at the discretion of the. Court before whom the 
offenders might be tried. The operation of this Act, according 
to its express wordi^ was general and extensive, and it took 
in every possible case of a transgression, in any part of the 
world, which coul^- be committed by British-bom or other 
imhjects residmg under the protection of the British 
(}9T^riimeQt But it had been particularly adopted hi 
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this island by the Govemment-proclamation of the 5th 
February 1813, thereby making it a part, and ingrafting it 
in the body, of our colonial law. 

HaTing stated the ground-work of the present proseoH 
tion, and shewn thaflhe Act of the 51st was in full force ugi 
this island, he next proceeded to point out in what pif- 
ticnlars it was that the • prisoners were charged to fauTe 
offended against it, and by their so doing had made them* 
•elres liable to the penalties announced by the British 
Legislature. For which purpose, he had only to recapi« 
tulafe the &cts stated in the Act of Accusation which they 
had heard read ; namely, that Edward Studd did, on th« 
23d August last, embark, or cause to be embarked, on a 
boat belonging to the Troubridge, in charge of the prisoner^ 
Innes Fernando, a female native of Borneo, for the purpose 
of being imported into Samarang at a slave, and of bang- 
there sold as such ; — that Fernando, with the other prisoner 
Augustino Da Costa, did accordingly proceed with and 
actually offer her for sale as a slave at Samarang. Upon 
which the two* last prisoners were immediately taken up by 
the policiB, Imd they, as well as Studd, bound over to take 
then: trials at Batsvia. By this conduct on the part of 
4tudd, as also of the other two prisoners, who were aiding 
and assisting' each other, as proved by their confestiont 
before the Magistrate, by a certificate under the hand of 
Studd, and as would be ^rtlrtr proved by other collateral 
evidence of witnesses in jmdicio^ it was insisted on the 
part of the prosecution that all the prisoners were guilty of 
felony within the meaning of the first clause of the Act; 
and the verdict of the Jury, he trusted, would bear him out 
in this conclusien. With merely this simple statement he 
would have contented himself, being reluctant to trespau 
en ^the time of the Jury unnecessarily, bdt, impelled by the 
obligations of duty, which in every public servant must be 
considered as paramount to individual inclination, he felt 
liimself called upon, with reference to the line of defence 
which it appeared was intended to be adopted, (lest the 
pioiecntion shoukl &il and public justice suffer from emit- 
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sion or want of dae energy on the part of its oiBoers,) fSo 
sobmit a few further remarks for the caddid consideratioA 
of the Jury, in order that they might, in their deliberationi 
on the caae, have present to their minds all its different 
bearings. 

The first plea which he understood was intended to ht 
set up by the prisoners, was, that of their being unaoquaint* 
ed nith the provisions of the Act in question. To rebut 
which, he scarcely needed to submit, that the plea of igilo* 
ranee (which had long ago been exploded) could not avail 
acriminal ; for it was the duty of every subject, who claimed 
aiid lived under, the benefit and protection of the laws^ tA 
make himself acquainted with them, as much as it was the 
duty of the Legislature to make them. Obedience w^ tii^ 
inseparable consequence of protection; and if ignoraace 
of that, wliicli every one might know, were to be admitted 
as a legal excuse in favour of an individual, criminab migbt 
escape with impunity^ and the laws of a country be ren- 
dered a dead letter. In the present instance, he begged t» 
observe, that the restrictions respecting slavery were not 
new* they had been imposed by a former Act of the British 
Legislature ; and it was in codseqbence of their having iiitti 
often evaded, that the last statute waa made to effectnitte 
and confirm (under severer penalties, and making its opier»* 
tion more extensive) what had before been enacted— *'Vii;p 
on the 14th May, 1811. The date df their introdootio^ 
here was so long ago as the 6th of February, 1B13; so that 
sufficient time, it must be allowed^ had elapsed for their 
general manifestation in these parts. The plea, thevefbrcv of 
ignorance, could not possibly givA any iddemntty to or 
screen an offender from the consequences of a crime, and 
upon this trial could not, he submitted^ be safely admitted. 
Then, as to the other grounds of defence, he iHfould conrider 
the case of the two native prisoners apart from thai of 
Studd. . It appeared that they were acting in a secoodaiy 
capacity ;— that the prisoner Fernando, being tfte guiuier tf 
the ship, of which he (Studd) Was third male, and imrirVi 
diately under his orders, was desired bf iiiia to Hist thp 
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girl &n slKyre, tnd seU bet at SanMrtng ; which he ftccord* 
^^yatteoipted to do« by offiering her for sale; and that the 
priiNHie^ I>a Costa, who was the eaptaid's steward^ at the 
fe^nest of Fernando^ knowing the cireiiilistaiices, to!ofit»* 
rily accompanied him^ and was giring his assistance upoil 
the occasion. Eyen this conduct of the tn^o prisoners, he 
«ottended, was within the meaning of the clause of the Act 
li^ had referred to, and clearly made them liable to ifk 
penalti^ in respect of their aiding and assisting, as much as 
if they were the immediate principals. Much room, howcTefp 
existed, eventually, for the Court, in passing judgment, to 
ciercise the discretion given to it by the Legislature, as to 
tb^ quantum of punishment to be awarded against them, 
humanely considering the particular circumstances of their 
case. But as to that infatuated man, Studd, it were much to 
be Wished that some mitigating or allevmting circumstances 
had existed, to entitle him to a favourable consideration, 
fio far from that, however, every feature seemed an aggr»- 
fition of the other, throughout the whole of his conduct. 
Ke had stated on his examination before the magistrates, 
^ that he was induced to do what he did with the view of 
^0vi4fBg the girl with' a comfortable home, as she appea^d 
fa^bea very weak and silly -creature, incapable of taking 
<MHe of hevself ; and that it was his intention, had she been 
told, to have given her the money." With this statement be 
contrasted the account of Fernando, who on his examiim- 
tiott declared he was ordered to sell the girl for what be 
vonld get/and to' do— what— witb the money 1 Why, to bring 
it to him. Which of the two stories was probable, the Jury 
vOuld judge. The very reasons he stated for wishing to sell 
the uafortunate girl, who was placed under his special caife 
and protection, ought, in the mind of every humane man, fo 
iMve prevented him froai doing it. And as to providing her 
witb a comfortable home, she was Aot likely to have been 
■Mveh bettered in that respect ; for, if Da Costa was to be 
■believed, he had declared on his examination that the place 
they wewt to in the first instance, on dhore, with this weak 
^"tMltailly orcMlwe,- was « house of ill bMe* How conM 
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such a provision as this have proved a comfort to thb 
fiiendless, hapless women, in a strange country, withoiit a 
protector or parent to direct her conduct, which would 
father have plunged her into a worse situation, and perhapt 
into a labyrinth of inextricable misery ? 

The Act of Parliament had made no distinction between 
(he case of a person attempted to be imported and sold as a 
alave^ who had been a slave before, and that of a free per^ 
son, though in conscience a difference must be allowed in 
point of moral guilt ; for nothing could be so bad as tQ 
attempt to sell the liberty of a fellow-creature not a slave, 
to bereave him of hi^ freedom, and to force him into slar 
Tery. This unfortunate girl, as admitted b^ all, was not a 
slave, and therefore the act of the prisoner, besides being 
an offence against positive law, was a crime against the laws 
of nature and of liberty. That a Briton, supposed by his 
birth, educatiouj and habits to, be well qualified to judge of 
the genuine value of liberty, the watchword of the ttati<m<— 
that great right which was secured to them by Magna Charta^ 
and the Habeas Corpus Act, emphatically styled '' the 
bulwark of British liberty" — should have been concerned 
in such a transaction, was a matter of astonishment, and 
naturally creative of the most melancholy sensations* 'IJr 
berty, that inestimable blessing, ought to be, and was, uniT ' 
Tersally held sacred in every civilized country, inasmuch' as 
it was a right inherent in us by birth, and one of the gifts 
of God to man at his creation, when he endowed him with 
the faculty of free will. It was so deeply implanted in our 
constitution, and rooted even in our soil, that a slave or a 
Negro, the momeut he landed in England, fell under the 
protection of the laws; and it wasti just observation, that 
the air of Englaud w^s too pure for a slave to breathe in.— 
On this favourite theme he would not expatiate, since it was 
io well known to those whom he had the honour of address- 
ing. He however begged leave to observe, that the offence 
of Kidnapping had been always a crime against the Common 
Law of England, which consisted in the forcible abduction 
#r stealing of a man^ woman» or child from their nativft^ 
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«o«BCry ; and its punishment, withoat any positive statotes, 
was imprisonment, fine, and pillory. Nor was this to be 
wondered at, for the Jewish Law, we were told, had punish^ 
ed such crimes capitally ; and it was to be found in Holy 
Scripture, in the book of Efbdus, " That he that stealeth 
a man and selleth him, or if he be found in his hand, shall 
surely be put to death/' In a word, to deprive a fellow* 
creature of his liberty, and to fix on him the yoke of shivery, 
was an offence so contrarient to the vital principles of jus« 
tice and humanity, that he knew of no other which could 
be set in competition with it, and which more loudly called 
ibr example. With these observations he concluded, and 
had no doubt, at the end of the trial, that the Jury would 
be found faithfully to have performed their important duty. 

The first witness called was Captain Humphreys, of the 
ship Troubridge ; who stated, that when at Sambas, at which 
place a detachment of troops were taken on board, two 
females, whom he considered as camp followers, were brought 
by order of Mr. M'Leod, an officer in the military service ; 
but as they remained always below in the vessel, he did not 
see or take any notice of them, and even now should not be 
able to recognise their features if he saw them. — It vras not 
before the 22d "August, after he had arrived at Samarang, 
when he called at the Magistrate's, that he was informed of 
pne of those females having been brought on shore, and 
that an attempt had been made to sell her as a slave. He 
was entirely ignorant, however, as to the circumstances 
attending that attempt, or whether any of the prisoners wert 
concerned in it. 

The second witness for the prosecution was Mma, who 
appeared to be of the age of fourteen years. She was in- 
terrogated by the Adjunct Fiscal on the part of tha prose- 
cution. 

Question. What is your name 1 — Answer. Mina. 

Q. Where viras you bomi — A. At Sambas. 

Q. How did you come on this island 1— A. I do not knpw. 
. C^ Were you at Samarang some time agot— -A. Yes, 
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. Q. Who brought you to Samaraugl — A. I do sot know; 

Q* What happened to you there? — A. They intended to 
•ell me. 

Q. Who are the persons that intended to seli you?*- 
A. 1 do not know. 

Q. Do you know the prisoners now here in Court !-•* 
A. No. 

It was not possible to obtain any clear account or further 
inforniation from this person, who appeared utterly igao^ 
rant ; every means of persuading her to give her evidence 
freely and folly having failed. 

The Fiscal next produced and read the following ear- 
tificate :— 

^ This ts to certify, that the bearer is authorised to di»- 
pos^ of this slave girl to any person that may wish to pur- , 
eliase her.— 22d August, 1818. '' £. Stvdd.'' 

The same being shewn to Captain Humphreys, he de« 
clued, to the best of his belief, the signature to be that of 
tbe first prisoner^ Studd ; which the prisoner himself %\tm 
acknowledged » 

lathis state of the evidence, the Adjutant Advocate fiscal 
addressed the Court; observing, that the ody proofs trans- 
mitted by the Magistrate of Samarang, and which was in hit 
power, had been laid before them : with re^>ect to which 
he renavked, that the certificate of the prisoner Studd, •as 
proved by Captain Humphreys, and admitted by himself^ 
acknowledging the fact of his having ordered a giri to be 
told (though the identity of the person could «not be proved^ 
from the unwillingness or total ignorance of the girl, at 
observable in Court, and the unfortunate want of recoU 
lection as to that particular in Captain Hnmphreya), ought 
4o be taken as evidence in this case ; and coupKng it with 
the a^niasioBs of jStudd, originally in Court, he trusted thai 
the same might be considered by the Jury as amounting 
to a reasonable legal proof of 4he crime charged against, 
him. He was sorry, however, to remark, that some-strer 
{parity had token place in the Magistrate's binding, inrer 
the three prisonon together indiscriminately, lo take Ikeir 
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triftls at BataVia, thereby depriving the public of the e? i* 
dence that'in the first instance enabled the magistrate to 
take up Studd, ^^ho appeared to be the party immediately 
implicated as the principal ; whereas he humbly submitted 
that the two men, Fernando and Da Costa, who bad given 
information of the matter at Samarang, and who were the 
mere instruments of the former, acting by his order in a 
secondary capacity, ought to have been taken as witnesses 
against the other ; more particularly as a clause of the Act 
(which he adverted to) specially provided, that if any petty 
officer, or servant, &c. (in which situations they were serving 
on board the Troubridge) should inform against, before a 
magistrate, or give evidence upon the trial of, any captain, 
mate, surgeon, or supercargo of any vessel having any 
persons as slaves, or for the purpose of being sold as such^v 
contrary to that Act, should be exempt from the pains and 
penalties stated in it. Under these circumstances he was 
obliged to submit to the Court, in conformity with the 
practice of British Courts (there being no legal evidence 
whatever against the two prisoners Fernando and Da CostaX 
whether considering them as accomplices of Studd in the 
first degree, and guilty of an act of felony, or only culpable 
in an inferior degree as petty officer and servant respectively, 
within the meaning of the clause in question, that the jury 
should be directed, first, to give their verdict against those 
two prisoners, who might afterwards be admitted as king's 
evidences to complete the proofs (such as they were) already 
given against Studd ; and the doing so, he contended, was 
a discretional y power, incident to the administration of 
effectual justice, supposed to exist in every tribunal. 

The President observed, that as the three prisoners ap- 
peared to have been in the same predicament, and were 
charged as having been implicated with Studd in such a 
manner as^. if proved, would render them liable to be con- 
victed of felony, and to be punished as such, under the Act 
of Parliament, as his aiders and assistants; and as they 
were all now together standing their trials for the same 
offence before the Court, and comprehended under the 
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siMse Act of Aoe^sation on which Ac trial had oii|iiNdlf 
comneaoed, equal justice was due to all^aud therefbre, 
tjiat tbe aepuratiiig tbc two prisofters fiom the other, thereby 
grantiog Ihttn a ^raal and preferable iwduigence, was not 
possible ; but tfae cafie mast stand its fate, and the Jury 
would determiBe oo the prisoners' guilt or tanocence ae- 
cording t« the evidence. It appeared to him, that the 
ckiBse quoted by the Adjunct Fiscal was applicable only to 
persons of the description mentiooed in it, voluntarily 
giving information before a magistrate; which was not the 
ease in this instance, as the two prisoners had been appre- 
hended by him, previous to their making the disclosure 
whvch led to the present prosecution. 

The case having been closed, the President, in a suitable 
and energetic speech, charged the Jury at length, upon the 
several points of the case, and of tlie solemn duty which 
they had to perform. He began by observing, that after 
the c?i position already made on the side of the Public Pro- 
secutor, as to the nature of the Act of Parltameiit on which 
the prosecuti(»n had been founded, and of the crime with 
which the prisoners stood charged, it was unnecessary for 
him to enter into any further elucidation of those subjects ; 
hut he begged particularly to draw the attention of the 
Jury to the special form of proceeding which had been 
observed in the present case. The prisoners had, by their 
plea in the first instance, acknowledged the facts adduced 
against them, but at the same time denied that they were 
criminally guilty ; which plea, as a point of law, having 
been discussed between them and the Public Prosecutor, 
had been overruled by the Court. In ci»nsequence of this, 
and pursuant to the 33<l Article of the Regulations in force 
in this i-iland, the prisoners bad a right to stand their trials 
in the same manner, as if from the beginning they had 
answered. Not (>uihy. That this general pHa of Not 
Guilty, in a legal sense, imported a denial as well of the 
fiiet as of its criminality ; and under the existing lavs and 
regulations, therefore, they hftd a right to expect a verdict 
would be returned, founded merely on tht legal proof 
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actually brought forwcrcl on tke part of tbe jHoseculiM. 
lie feU it hU duty, coDsequeuthr, to tftll th« Jury, tJtol m 
tbe couaideratioa whick tkey would give to tlie eate^ nm 
regard should be paid to tb« tormer adwishioas of ibe prir 
iMiHMri; tb« lenient and faumaii^ int^utioas of tbe eriminal 
roi|ulatioQa uot suffering any judgment to iest» clouded 
witb ao uncertainty as to wbat caucie^ or ioapressioiis nugbt 
induce a pjrisoner to admit a fiiet cberged agaiasft biai^ of 
tbe iiuioceoce of wbicli be had a &^11 persuasioa in hu ows 
VBUud. It became tbe duty of tbe Jury, tler^fore, cbiefly 
to apply tbeir atteutioa to the legal force and effect of tbe 
evidence before tbem; upon which be sboal<l observe, that 
tbe depositiou of Captain HumpUreya afforded no w%rf 
material proof agaio&t tbe pihNOoere. Be staled, oa bie 
exaininatiou, that two girls were br ougbt on board bit ship 
^ Sanibas, witbeut any iatentiiM) ef i>eUiiig tbem aa slaves 
(as appeared to biiu), and be considered tbem as camp 
followers ; but he could ni4 ev<^B speab te the identity of 
tbe girl in question (Mina), when shewn bin in ceurl, aa beingi 
one of tbe two he alluded to : That the evideaee of the only 
otber witness produced oh the part of ibe proaecution, Mina 
herself, was very defective indeed, — no means of perauaaion 
having succeeded to induce her either to acknowledge the per- 
sons of the prisoners, or to give any sort of account whatever 
of the transaction, — so that the only remaining proof against 
one of the prisoners (Studd) was the certificate exhibited 
in Court, to which his signature and hand -writing was 
proved by Captain Humphreys, and admitted by himself; 
in which, however, the name of no particular individual was 
mentioned, but only that a slave girl in charge of the bearer 
was authorized by him to be offered for sale to any person 
who might wish to purchase her. Even this certificate af- 
forded no proof as to the identity of the person exhibited in 
Couf t as tbip ooe alluded to ; and it ws^ possible that another 
skive girl, not imported into tbis island under tbe pro- 
bibition of the Act of Parliament, might have tteeo the 
.persou wbe is stated ta have been effered for aaJe 1^ his 
orders, Qe must, bowev^,. kave it to. tbe Ju«y to main tbe 
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strict adherence to the established mode of proceeding i* 
criminal eases, which he had before explained, 9onsistent 
with the conscientious conviction which they might have of 
the facts. As to the plea of ignorance, be admitted that it 
could not avail a prisoner as a legal excuse in a criminal 
case ; but under all the circumstancds, considering the 
minor age of the prisoner Studd, the appearance of inno- 
cence as to his former general conduct, his short stay on 
this island, and the impression (under which he might have 
acted) that the Dutch laws were still in force here to their 
full extent as before, as well as the thorough abolition of 
the former usage in regard to slaves which had till lately 
prevailed, he stated that it was possible for him to have 
formed an incorrect opinion as to the present laws on that 
subject. He concluded by observing, that the result of this 
trial, even if the prisoners should be acquitted, would at 'all 
events be productive of beneficial effects in giving publicity 
to the laws, and shew the necessity of due obedience being 
paid thereto in this Colony. 

The Jury retired, and, after a short deliberation, returned 
a verdict of not guilty ; upon which the prisoners were 
discharged.

jtcts of Jamaica. 
1. 

"An Act to enable Persons of Colour and Negroes of free 
*' Condition to save Deficiencies for their own Slaves, and 
" for the Slaves of each other." 
That it is deemed expedient that Persons of Colour and 

Negroes of free condition should be permitted to employ 
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persons of the same class and condition on their respective 
properties ; and that sucli free person so empio^^ed, as well 
as such free persons, being proprietors, should be allowed 
to save deficiences for their own body ; and it is also expe* 
dient to repeal a certain clause of an Ace hereinafter men- 
tioned relating to free persons. 

We, therefore, &c., enact, that the 4th clause of the 27th 
chapter of the 53d year of the reign of his present Maje>ty 
be and the same is hereby repealed. 

§ 2. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said^ that notwithstanding any thing contained to the con- 
trary in a certain Act of this island passed on the flth day, 
of December, in the year of our Lord 1812, intitled An 
Act to oblige the several inhabitants of this inland to keep a 
number of white persons serving in the Militia in proportion 
to the number of slaves thiey shall possess, or to pay certain 
sums of money in case they shall be deficient, it bfaall 
and may be lawful for every proprietor being a Person of 
Colour or Negro of free condition, or any other person or 
persons of the sacne free condition, holding, possessing, or 
employing, in any parish within this island, any slaves, or 
hiring any slaves by the year, to keep up, employ, and hire 
one or more person or persons of the same free class or 
condition for the several number of slaves, and according to 
the scale and the several proportions set forth in the first 
clause of the last above-recited Act, which said free persons 
shall be males actually doing duty in the Militia, and shall 
live and reside on the plantations or plantation for which 
they shall respectively be given, in receiving wages or hire 
for their services on such plantations respectively, at not 
less than 50l. per annum. 

§ 3. And be it, &c, that in all cases wherein, by the said 
Act, White Persons, or their descendants, are allowed to 
save deficiencies for their own slaves, or for the slaves of 
any other White Persons, it shall be lawful in like manner 
for Persons of Colour, and Negroes of free condition to have 
deficiencies for themselves respectively, or for any other 
Persons of Colour or Negroes of free condition,, on whose 
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iprop^rtiei they ihall reapectiff ly bt employed ead hired as 
Aforeseid. 

(. 4. And be it» &€. thi.t io »ll other cases Qot partkalarly 
■lenlioned by this Act, all duties, obligations, and penalties*

Case of Ship Falcon. 

No. 41, Norfolk Street^ Strand, 
July 2d, 1814. 

, Sir, 

I BEG leave to state, as far- as my recollectioii Will 
allow me, the sufferings the poor wretched Negroes expe- 
rienced during their confinement on board the brig Falcon, 
which was bound from St. Salvador to tjie Havannah, a 
port in the. Spanish Island of Cuba. 

I fell in with the said vessel on the 4th of June, 1811, in 
Latitude 17° 18' North, and Longitude 67° 43^ West, steer- 
iog« as appliared by her log at that time, from West to 
West i North, by which it is clear she could not be bound 
to Havannah : if she was, I can only account for her beingfr 
so far to the southward, for the purpose of evading our 
cruizers, which are generally to the northward of the 
islands, or stationed in the passages. 

She arrived in the harbour of St. Thomas's on the 21st 
of the same month, and remained in that harbour, as near- 
ly as I can recollect, thirteen or fourteen months, with the 
Negroes on board. The number, at the time of leaving St. 
Salvador, amonnted to upwards of four hundred, the exact 
number I do not recollect, — at the time of capture, three 
hundred and eighty-four. The men were all confined be- 
low in the hold, barred down under gratings, as closely 
stowed as it was possible ; — the women and children wera 
put into births on deck, who had the benefit of the air 
during the day, but locked up in these small confined 
places during, the night. The smell arising from the tubs 
r hich were placed below for the use of the Negroes was 
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dreadful beyond conception; and I have no doubt the 
9ickAss on board proceeded in great measure frmn tnat 
circumstance, and the crowded manner in which these un- 
^ fortuiflb men were confined, shocking to the feelings of 

r any one possessed of the smallest particle of humanity. 

VilWa the officer of the Liberty went down uito the hold 
among the Negroes, and informed them, as well as he was 
able, we had taken them from their savage masters, the 
moment they understood our intention'was to give them 
their fre^om, and that England did not suffer slaving, 
their shouts of joy were beyond expression. I have not 

been able to ascertain the exact number of deaths ; but the 

■tf 

officer whom I placed in charge of her, informs me upward 
of one hundred died during the time he remained on board, 
9rom the motiffe of humanity alpne, the first time I ar* 
rived at St. Thomas in the Liberty, and understood the 
slaves were kept on board, I was induced to solicit the 
Judge of the Vice-Admiralty Court at Tortola to direct the 
slaves to be landed ; as I was convinced it was n(it the in- 
tention of our Government, in directing their officers to 
e:^t themselves to put a stop to the trade, that their 
situation should become worse than slavery. However, tlie 
Judge did not comply with my proposition, because, as he, 
said, the clajmants objected to it; in consequence of 
which, these truly unfortunate men were confined on board. 
% their vessel, in a harbour generally considered the closest 
and most unhealthy in the West Indies. 

The Judge acquitted her, and recommended the captors 
to appeal, which was accordingly done. I believe the ap« 
peal papers are now in the possession of the Lords of Ap- 
peal, but are^ not, I imagine, yet proceeded on. It was 
the opinion of every person I should bave got her. Cap- 
tain Kipp, who commands his Majesty's sloop Peruvian, 
informed me, that Mr. William King, of Quadaloupe, had 
told him (Captain K.), that he could bring proof of the 
Falcon being the property of an English merchant resident 
at Liverpool; and Mr. John King, my agent at St. Thomas's, 
\£^ told me he had received a letter from his brother to the 
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ssqye pu|port On the 4th of June, the day on whicfi 1 
detainedher, I had some difficulty in making her bri^ TO, 
which she did not do until I fired three shot b^t wgp lier 
masts, and threatening to fire a broadside into him^Froiri 
the moment I got within shot of him, to the tittie oLbis * 

heaving to, he shewed every disposition to give|J)attle 7 he 
once attempted to mar under my stem, gpinting his gnni 
as he passed, apparently for the purpose of raking me, 
which I put out othis power by a different manoeuvre. Iff 
consequence of his conduct and the nnmber of uneln that 
fCppeared on his deek, I had not the smallest doubt of hi^ ^ 

being an enemy. It appeared f^oardihg him, that about 
llfty of tl^^lares were dressSr as sailors in frocks and 
||owser3, for the purpose of giving him the appearaAjce of a 
vessel of force. Mr. ^^ry, the Sub-I%utenant, whev 
searching for papers, discovered a qi^^tity of letters ad- 
dressed to and from l^verpool, with a large quantity oC 
English wft|^ stowed in the lockers round the cabin, whicb ^ 
induced %t to belieVe he was concerned Witb soine house ^ 
at the above place. In searching one of the sailors' chests, 
I found a bundle of papers concealed in a handkerohie^l 
tl^^ bottom of the saidfchest, which I gave into the hand» 
of my agent, Mr. John King. 

Some little time after I t||d taken possessio^of her, \he 
officer I had placedjui board returned, and infolded mif 
the master, two snp^argoes, and crew 6f the Faloifi had A , 
rose upon him, wJuol obliged me Mk send two boats on 
board and take tire whole of them on board the Libeif^. 
The master, on the part of his owners, frequently offered^d 
pay all the expenses, and to stand to all losses, if I would 
allow him to proceed witb his vessel and the remaining 
slaves on his voyage : he evcifr made this offer a very short 
time prior to his being suffered to sail, whicn should havi 
been most happy to have done, had it been correct ; for a^ 
this moment I am subject to the whole of the expenses^ , 
which amount to a very cdnsiderable sum, dnd am liable t<)» 
all the inconvenience attiending so larg6 a debt* 

I applied to the Commissioaen who were sent <mt ti» M» 
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inquire iffk^ abuses in the West ladiesy tit their opioiont, 
9irfao recomme^ied me to present a memorial to Government 
w^ii^ advice I followed^ Ji>ut have not received any answer 
jtp jit fThe Commissioners agreed with me, that I could not 
with Ujppriety give the vessel up ; that*by doing so I should 

^ jubjecT myself to censure, and give room for my country to 

t «ay|t)iat 1 bad either taken a bribe or connived at the 

trade. # 

I have hesurdS^ several of the cripers on the Leeward 
Island station have suffered slave "^saels to pass unmo-

« In reply to your letter of rois date^^equesting 

me to state, whether at any time, ri|w:e I have been Siirgeoa 
of the Colony, I have witnessed afiiy negligence, or heard of 
any severity or harshness of treatment, on your part, to- 
Irards the captuM Negroes which have cf^e more iaime- 
H diately under my observation in the Colonial Hospital, I 

consider it a duty_ incumbent on me to say, that I have 
always found every suggestion made for their con^rt rea- 
dily attended to ; yd as for whipping or floggin^I have 
seen none of it; n6r do I believe it has ever been 
practised in more than one instance,— when it was don^^y 
my own ord A, and before ray face : and this was upon a 
Soosoo mSn, who wantonly aud maliciously, with a stake oft 
wood, broke one of the bones of the arm of Mother. It 
took place just at the time of'nw usual visit to the hospital. 
Having been verf^eldom absent a day, for a period of 
upwards of two years, I can take upotf me to speak con- 
fidently^ as Surgeon, that not one measure of severity wm - 
«ver carried into effect within the hospital ; and now I 
lirill venture to affirm as a M^istrate, without f^ar of con- ^ 
tradiction, that among the "^ther captured Negroes there 
has been just as much cm and attention to their comforts 
and wants, and as little whipping and jQoggiog, as in the 
hospital.

No 
nordant whatever' is used : the cloth is simply wetted with 
fiftld water, and wrung hard before it is put into the pot, 
where it is allowed to remain about two hours. Jt is then 
taken out and exposed to the siiti, by laying it (withouL 
tfpVeading it) over a stick, till the liquor ceasei^o drop froir 
it. After this it is washed in cold water, aud is often beat 
with a flat stick to clear away Uny leaves or dirt which may 
adhere to it.

every day for the first four days ; at the end «f which period 
it has in common acquired a blue colour equal to the finest 
India baft. 

•• The Negro women, who practise dying, have generally 
twelve or fourteen indigo jars, so that one of them is always 
ready for dipping. If the processonisgives, which it very 
seldom does with women who practise it extensively, it 
generally happens during the second four days, or the fer^ 
mesting period. The indigo is then said to be dead, dftd 
the wholeis thrown oat. ^ 

** In Iijjaa|« and Kassan they spread tHK clptn in the

Miok s<y-iiii to make the Indigo leaves fly off it like dust.

Remarks an the Commerce of Africa^ taken from 
the Appendix to the Account of Mr. ParVs 
last Mission. 

It appeared from Custom-house returns, officially laid 
before Parliament, that the average annual value of all im- 
ports from Africa into Great Britain for twenty years, prior 
to 1787, fell short of 72,000/. ; and even this small sum 
included the imports, not only from the whole Western 
Coast of Africa between Cape Negro, in latitude 16* South, 
and the Straits of Gibraltar, but also from some parts bor- 
dering on the Mediterranean. The average annual value 
of these imports, during the last five years - of that period, 
viz. from 1783 to 1787, appears, from the same official re* 
turns, to have been about 90,500/, If from this amount 
be deducted the value of the articles appearing to have been 
imported from Morocco and other adjoining countries^ 
th^re will be left somewhat less than . 70,00<^., . for the 
tsliie of all our imports from the Westcffn t!o^^t of Africa; 
flmi is, from the countify lying betiveeii Cape £ils(^o, in lat.

2P N. and Cape Negro, lat. 16^ S. beiog an extent of 4M0 
miles of coast. The average annual exports from Gre»t 
Britain to the Western Coast of Africa, during the same 
period (exclusive of the exports connected with the Slave 
Trade), may be cstimatedat a sum not materially exceeding 
50,000/. 

The compiler of the present statement possesses no docu- 
ments, or means of information, which enable him to shew 
what was the extent of the commerce of Great Britain with 
Africa (unconnected with the Slave Trade) during the 
period from 17B8 to 1807, the year in which the Slave Trade 
was abolished ; but there is good reason to believe that it 
had not materially increased within that time. 

It might be impracticable at present, from the loss of the 
Custom-house books, to obtain any authentic account of ex- 
ports and imports during the last seven years. But this 
defect of official information is in some degree supplied by 
an authentic statement, made out on a particular occasion 
by a Committee of the African Company, from accounts 
with which they were furnished from the Custom-house, 
through the intervention of Government. The object of 
the Company in obtaining these accounts was to procure 
authentic data relative to some public measure, which was in 
agitation, connected with the African Trade. The following 
statement was extracted from the books of the Company.

The great difference between the value of the exporU 
4nd imports . in this case, was accounted for, by an expe- 
rienced officer of the African Company, by supposing that 
a large portion (from one-third to a half) of the goods 
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exported, was captnred by the enemy. If this be the true 
explanation, the account must have been balanced by the 
exports of gold-dust, and the bills of exchange drawn froili 
the British Settlements on the African Coast. Another sup- 
position (and, perhaps, a more probable one) is, that a 
considerable part of the exports found their way into the 
hands of the contraband slave traders, and was employed 
in carrying on their illegal speculations. 

But even if we consider the imports alone, the increase 
in the commerce of Africa, during the before-mentioned 
period, is altogether astonishing ; so much so, as almost to 
induce a suspicion that there is some ^llacy in the state- 
ment ; although there does not appear to be any specific 
ground for questioning its correctness. For, if to the 
amount of the imports as above stated, we add the value 
of the gold-dust imported, we shall find that this additional 
commerce nearly fills up the chasm occasioned by the abo- 
lition of the Slave Trade, extensively as that trade was 
carried on by this country. 

But consi|dering this statement only as a general proof 
of a great increase of the African Trade (without attempting 
to assign the proportion of increase), let us take another 
view of the same subject. 

The Gold Coast is about 250 miles in extent ; little more 
than a twentieth part of the whole coast extending frOm 
Cape Blanco to Cape Negro. 

Previously to the abolition of the Slave Trade, the fm- 
ports into Great Britain from this space of coast, used to 
consist of about twenty tons of ivory, valued at... Xi.. 7,500 
and about 1000 ounces of gold-dust 4,000 

X. 11,500 

Since the abolition of the Slave Trade, the imports from 
this tract of coast have greatly increased ; and it may be 
stated, upon the undoubted authority of intelligent persons 
perfectly acquainted with the facts, that the importations 
have amounted,^ during the last five or six years, to the 
annual value of from 120,000/. to 180,000/. The annual 
import of gold alpne is stated to be about 30,000 ounces. 
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Thus it appears that the importatioh fVom the Gokl Coast 
alone (a space of 250 miles)) into Great Britain, fl^nce the 
Abolition of the Slave Trade, has been double the amount of 
the importation from the whole slave coast of Africa (an 
extent of 4500 miles) prior to that event. 

A ftirtber example may be taken from the colony of Sierra 
Leone, where a Custom-house was first established in May, 
1812; from whence accounts have been furnished of the im- 
ports and exports into aud from that colony during the two 
^years ending in May, 1814. The amount of the imports 
•during that period, on which duties were actually paid, 
was 105,080/. 15«. 3d.: being the alleged prime cost of the 
goods, even without the cost of packages^. In order to 
obtain the invoice price of the goods, one-third, at least, 
must be added to the prime cost, for necessary charges. 
The amount will then be about 140,000/. ; or, on an ave- 
rage, 70,000/. annually. 

The exports from Sierra Leone, during the same period, 
have amounted to 91,539/. 17^. 6d.; being, on an average, 
45,000/. annually. The remainder of the imports may be 
accounted for by the bills of exchange drawn upon this 
country for the expenses of the civil establishment and 
commissariat. Hence it appears, that from the single river 
of Sierra Leone, the imports into Great Britain were nearly, 
tad the exports to the same river fully, equal to the imports 
and exports (exclusive of the Slave Trade) of the whole 
extent of the Western Coast of Africa prior to the Abo- 
lition. 

The facts here stated relative to the extent of onr inno- 
cent and legitimate commerce with the Western Coast of 
Africa, must be considered as highly interesting and im- 
portant ; both as shewing how extremely small that com- 
merce was prior to the Abolition of the Slave Trade, and 
how much it has increased during the very few years whiob 
■ have since elapsed. This increase has certainly been much 
more considerable than there was any good reason for ex- 
pecting, under the actual circumstances of the
